BREATH OUT OF MORTALS 


Tenth Day of Present Heated 
Term Marked by High 
) Temperatures 


SOME RELIEF SROUGHT 
BY HEAVY FALL OF Rall 


Weather Bureau Officials Say That 
Only Hope of Cooler Weather 
Lies in Occurrence of 
Storms—Many Deatbs 
Occurred. 


Washington, July 5.—The tenth day of 
the present heated term was again a 
“‘scorcher’’ except where severe thunder 
storms, local rains or violent atmos- 
pheric changes induced cool weather. In 
Arkansas, the east gulf states, northern 
Ohio and New York thunder storms 
brought relief. In southeastern New 
England also cooler weather prevailed, 
the temperature falling from 6 to 10 de- 
grees. Tonight the weather bureau offi- 
cials again say the only prospect for re- 
lief from the heat lies in the occurrence 
of storms. There is no promise, they 
say, of general thunder storms sufficient 
to make a considerable fall in the tem- 
perature. 

In Chicago a promise of a short respite 
from the heat is given. New York to- 
day had a two-inch downpour of rain, 
which sent the thermometer down to 76. 
East of the Allegheny mountains the 
‘temperature rose generally a few de- 
grees over the highest of yesterday and 
fn portions of the southwest it warmed 
up also, in Arkansas and Oklahoma 
maximum temperatures of ov 7.100 being 
recorded. 

Washington, D. C., was the “#armest 
‘place east of the Allegheny’ mountains 
, today, the maximum temperature re- 
corded being 9%. 

General Joseph W. Carr, who served 
lon the staff of- General Garfield during 
ithe civil war, is critically ill from heat 
prostration. Dr. Edmund Weston, for- 
merly of Vermont, but who had lived in 
Washington for many years, died from 

othe effects. of, the heat Wednesday.

NEW YORK SWEPT BY STORM. 


Comfort to Heat Sufferers Followed 
. in Its Wake. 


New York, July 5.—A severe thunder- 


storm swept over this city this afternoon 
and brought with it comfort to millions 
of heat-stricken New Yorkers. The tem- 
perature fell 15 degrees in less than two 
hours and over two inches of rain fell. 
Some of the sewers, unable to carry off 
the tremendous volume of véater, burst. 
flooding the streets in various localities 
and in many cases stores and residences. 
Lightning struck several buildings, fut 
no serious damage was done. 

The weather bureau reporter a tempera- 
ture of 8 degrees at 11 o'clock this morn- 
ing. This was a few degrees higher ‘han 
it was yesterday morning, but a pleasant 
breeze from the southwest made. the 
weather fairly comfortable. 

Fort George afforded a fine sweep for 
the storm this afternoon and many of the 
buildings there were leveled to the gqround 
or so badly damaged that they will have 
to be rebuilt. The total damage is esti- 
mated at $50,000. 


TWO PEOPLE DIE AT RICHMOND. 


Heat Is Now Intense in and Near 
Old Dominion Capital. 

Richmond, Va., July 5.—(Special.)— 
This has been another scorching day in 
Richmond. The mercury at many points 
in the city danced around the century 
mark, while in the weather bureau the 
thermometer went as high as 9%. There 
was more breeze and less suffering than 
earlier in the week. There were, how- 
ever, several prostrations and two peo- 
ple, both colored, died from the effects 
of the heat. 

The tame foxes kept on the lawn at the 
Deep Run Hunt Club have succumbed 
to the heat. The red fox, which has 
been there over three years, died a few 
days ago, after showing signs of rabies. 
The gray fox was killed yesterday, be- 
ing perfectly mad and snapping at every- 
body or thing near it. 


Thirteen Deaths at Baltimore. 
Baltimore, July 5.—At 8 o'clock this 
morning the weather bureau thermometer 
registered 84 degrees and the mercury 
kept on ascending the tube until the 


maximum of 94 degrees was reached at 4} 


p. m. At & o'clock tonight it had fallen 
but 5 degrees. Thirteen deaths and eleven 
prostrations had been reported to the 
police during the twenty-four hours ended 
at midnight. 


Dozen Deaths at Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, July 5.—Deaths and pros- 
trations from the excessive heat con- 
tinued to occur today, atout a dozen fa- 
talities and nearly three times that many 
prostrations being reported. Although 
the maximum temperature was lowtce 
teday than for a week past, the day was 
uncomfortable. The percentage of hu- 
midity was high throughout the day and 
tonight the atmosphere is uncomfortably 
close. 


Heat. Deadly at Washington. 


Washington, July 5.—The records of the 
district health office show that for the 
first three days of July there were thirty 
deaths in Washington from sunstroke or 
other heat causes. The highest number 
of deaths for one day was recorded ligst 
Tuesday, the victims numbering eighteen. 
More deaths have been reported s0 far 
this month from heat than for any month 


during last year. 


Atlanta Mar Prostrated by Heat. 
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Mississippi People Financially 
Crippled and Their Lives 
Threatened by Disease 


ATMOSPHERE: POISONED 
HY THE FEARFUL STENCH 


Animals Die So Fast They Cannot 
Be Buried or Burned—Flies and 
Mosquitoes Spread Disease. 
The People Are 
Threatened. 


Jackson, Miss., July 5.—Charbon is play- 
ing havoc with livestock in Bolivar coun- 
ty. Dr. Sutherland; county health officer, 
makes the following official report to the 
state board of health: 

“I will notify you that anthra ap- 
peared in this community about three 
weeks ago in virulent form and is caus- 
ing wholesale destruction of mules, horses 
and swine. I have heard of only one 
case in man, but fear its effects on the 
people before it runs its course. The at- 
mosphere is full of the stench from dead 
animals. They die so fast they cannot 
be buried or burnt, and it is exceedingly 
dificult to get men to undertake the 
job. 

“The infected district is from above 
Gunnison, near Duson, on the north, to 
Bolivar and Benoit, on the south, and 
east to Bogue Phalia. I never saw horse 
flies so numerous and they are the cause 
of the rapid dissemination of the disease. 
House flies and mosquitoes are also sup- 
posed to aid its spread. Dr. Roberts, of 
the experiment station. came here at my 
call, but can offer no remedy except the 
injection of the serum. I have withoug 
authority put this section in quarantine

All of the injured are badly 
burned and several were frightfully 
crushed. 


FIERCE STORM AT BUFFALO. 
In a Dozen Places the Electric Bolts 


Buffalo, July 5.—A_ severo. electrical 
storm passed over this city tonight. The 
lightning struck in a dozen places. It hit 
wires that bring electrical 
power from Niagara Falls to Buffalo, 
burhing out transformers and other elec- 
trical machinery in the Buffalo receiving 
house. For over an hour the streets were 
without electric light, except that fur- 
nished from store windows which had 
their own plants, and the street cars were 
at a standstill. The rain fell in torrents, 
the water flooding many cellars. 

The flash of lightning that put out the 
down-town electric lights and stopped the 
street cars, also burned out the circuits 
leading to the exposition. The conduits 
were utterly inadequate to carry off the 
water, and the grounds were — flooded. 
Some of the midway shows were flooded 
to a depth of three feet. The engine 
room under the machinery and transpor- 
tation building was also filled with water 
and all the machinery was stopped. One 
small circuit, which supplies arclights in 
the exhibit buildings, was the only one 
unaffected by the storm.

HOWIE'S ANGELS 
ABUSED BY MOB 


Trying Missionary Work, They 
Are Roughly Handled 


STRUCK BY EGGS AND MUD 


Policemen Were Powerless and for a 
Time Matters Looked Serious 
for the Dowieites—Several 
of the Disciples Are 
Knocked Down. 


Chicago, July 5.—Twenty-one disciples 
of John Alexander Dowle visited Evans- 
ton, a Chicago suburb, tonight, and de- 
spite the efforts of the entire police force 
of the place, a mob of 1,000 people drove 
them out of town. 

Several days ago four of Dowie’s mis- 
sionaries were egged and driven out of 
Evanston, and tonight's visit of the twen- 
ty-one was intended to convert the people 
of Evanston and show them the error of 
their ways. 

The instant the Dowleites began their 
meeting tonight they were assailed with 
eggs. vegetables and other missiles. The 
guard of policemen was too small to af- 
ford much protection and the crowd soon 
began to hustle the missionaries along_ 
the street and in a manner that looked 
serious P 

Chief of Police Knight called the entire 
police force to the rescue, but {ft in- 
cluded only thirty men and was unable to 
cope with the mob. Several of the male 
Dowileites were knocked down, and both 
men and women were literally’ bespattered 
with eges and mud. The Dowtéttes finally 
abandoned. their meeting and fled from the 
town, the police protecting them as they 
ran for the cars. 


MRS. NATION IS AT IT AGAIN. 


Attempts To “Hatchet” a Saloon and 
Is Arrested. 

St. Louis, July 5.—Mrs. Carrie Nation's 
threat to wreck the saloon of Oheim 
Bros. in Walnut street tonight resulted 
in her arrest by patrolmen. She was 
conveyed in a patrol wagon to the Cen- 
tral district station, but was released by 
Captain Reynolds, who informed her that 
if she created another disturbance she 
would be locked up. 

Mrs. Nation was in town a few hours 
on her way to Crawfordville, Ind., to 
stand trial for attempting to wreck a 
saloon. As she passed Oheim Bros.’ sa- 
loon she turned to some men standing 
near and began lecturing them about the 
drink habit. Her words were loud and a 
crowd soon gathered. Taking from her 
handbag’ a big nickle plated hatchet 
which she is selling as a souvenir of her 
saloon wrecking career in Kansas, she 
brandished it and started for the front 
door of the saloon. She was stopped by 
the men. Fearing that she might carry 
her threat into execution, the bartender 
blew a police whistle and a patrolman 
soon appeared. While waiting for the 
wagon Mrs. Nation addressed the crowd, 
which by this time numbered 500. At the 
station Mrs. Nation vehemently arraign- 
ed the police department for not putting 
down the liquor traffic. 


McKINLEYS OFF FOR CANTON. 


Mrs. McKinley Shows Evidence of 
Her Recent Illness. 

Washington, July 5.—President and Mrs. 
McKinley left Washington tonight for 
their home at Canton, O., where they 
are to spend the remainder of tie heated 
term. They were accompanied by Secre- 
tary Cortelyou, Dr. Rixey. several clerical 
attaches of the white house and servants. 
The party occupied tha private cars 
Olympia and Hungary, the president and 
Mrs. McKinley being assigned to the for- 
mer. The party travels attached to the 
regular 7:45 western express on the Penn- 
syivania railroad. They are due to ar- 
rive in Canton tomorrow forenoon. 

Mrs. McKinley as she boarded the train 
showed unmistakable evidences of her 
recent severe illness in the thinness and 
pallor of her face, but she moved with 
alacrity from the carriage and boarded 
the train without any material assistance. 
She cordially acknowledged the greetings 
of the friends who had assembled at the 
station. The weather tonight is extreme- 
ly sultry, but Dr. Rixey does not think it 
will have any serious effect on MPs. Me- 
Kinley, as the mountainous country, with 
its cool breezes, will be reached during 
the early evening. 

Occasional visits at intervals of several 
weeks will be made by the president to 
the capital to dispose of any accumulated 
business demanding his attention. These 
visits to Washington and probably one 
to the Buffalo exposition is likely to 
be the extent to which the president will 
be away from Canton during the sum- 
mer. 


TARIFF FIGHT WITH RUSSIA. 


Receipt of Secretary Hay’s Note Is 
Formally Acknowledged. 


Washington, July 5.—Mr. DeWollant, 
the charge of the Russian embassy, to- 
day called at the state department and in 
behalf of his government formally ac- 
knowledged the receipt of Secretary 
Hay’s note respecting the imposition by 
Russia of retaliatory tariff duties.

Washington, July 5.—Comptroller of the 
Currency Dawes has tendered his resig- 
nation to the president. to take effect Oc- 
tober Ist. Mr. Dawes resigns in order 
to enter the race for the senate this 
fall. 


Mr. Dawes’ term of office would not 
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have expired until fanuary 1, 193. His 
letter to the preside3t'+ as follows: 


“ “Washington, Jwy*s "1. illiam Mc- 
Kinley, BRxrecutive Mamkod WV ashinaton. 
D,-C.—Sir: In view oftthe fact that 
I will be a candidate for the United 
States senate from Illinois, I hereby ten- 
der my resignation as comptroller of the 
currency to take effect October Ist next. 
Respectfully, CHARITIES D. DAWES.” 

In answer to an inquiry, Mr. Dawes in 
explanation said: 

“T have resigned because of my inten- 
tion to be a candidate before the people of 
liltnois for the United States senate. 
It would’ not be possible for me during 
the next year to make a canvass fag the 
senate and at the same time administer to 
my own satisfaction the important and 
responsible office I now hoid. I am in- 
fluenced solely in this action by what 
seems to me the plain proprieties of the 
situation.”’ 

Dawes Succeeded Eckels. 


Mr. Dawes entered the office of comp- 
troller of the currency January 1, 1898, 
succeeding James H. Eckels, and was 
immediately confronted by the situation 
in the Chestnut Street National Bank 
of Philadeiphia, which was one of the 
most complicated ever confronting a 
comptroller. He found it necessary in 
the interest of the creditors of the bank 
to oppose the general plan of a reorgani- 
zation committee formed of prominent 
citizens of Philadelphia, and for a time 
he was severely criticized therefor. His 
plan was followed, however, and it Is 
now recognized as having saved te the 
creditors of the bank a Hien upon other 
property which was not contemplated by 
the reorganization committee, from 
which they probably will realize over a 
million dollars. 

One of his first orders after entering 
office stopped the practice of the employ- 
ment of national bank examiners for the 
private examination of banks. Early in 
his*term he made a ruling levying a sec- 
ond assessment upon stockholders of in- 
solvent banks, where the first assessment 
had been less than the law authorized, 
and he established the practice of rebat- 
ing to stockholders such portions of the 
prior assessment as was determined by 
further liquidation to have been exces- 
sive under the law. 


He Changed Precedents. 


This ruling changed the long-established 
practice of the office, and was upheld by 
the courts, practically without exception. 
Comptroller Dawes also organized a sys- 
tem of consolidation of insolvent banks in 
the last stages of liquidation in the in- 
terests of economy, so that at the pres- 
ent time thirty-seven receiverships are 
being administered by two receivers with 
greatly reduced expenses. He also uni- 
formly hastened the liquidation of insol- 
vent banks. Upon entering office the fag- 
ends largely of the national bank failures 
of the 1893 panic were still undisposed 
of. During the last four years he has 
collected $25,000,000 cash from these as- 
sets, which covered every description of 
property. 

Owing to the passage of the law of 
March 4, 1900, the national banking sys- 
tem of the country has greatly increased. 
During his administration he has created 
785 banks. The number of national 
banks now unéer |.is supervision is 4,064, 
having assets of $5,630,794,367. 


SUICIDE CAUSED BY A JOKE. 


Boys Scared George Shaw Into Tak- 
ing His Life. 


Cambridge City, Ind., July 6.—George 
W. Shaw, a prominent and well-known 
farmer, committed suicide at his home, 
five miles southwest of here, shooting 
himself in the right temple. The cause 
was a practical joke. About two weeks 
ago Mr. Shaw and another man had a 
fight and Shaw gave his man a terrible 
drubbing. To scare Shaw some boys told 
him that his victim would die before 
morning. Shaw replied that his victim 
could not beat him and went home and 
shot himself. The man with whom Shaw 
had the fight is not seriously hurt. Shaw 
was thirty-eight years old and married. 


LEFT HIS MONEY TO MUSEUM. 


Art Institution To Get the Millions 
of Rogers. 

New York, July 5.—The Metropolitan 
Museum of Arts is made the residuary 
legatee of the late Jacob S. Rogers, whose 
will has. been filed for probate at Pater-

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FOUR NECKS SNAPPED —

SUICIDE CLOSE 
AFTER MURDER 


Raymond Albers Kills Playmate 
and Hangs Himself 


MURDERER USED A RIFLE 


Put. a Bullet Through the Heart of 
Little Emanuel Koehler—He 
Expressed Regret and Then 
Quickly Surpended Him- 
self. 


Albany, N. Y., July 5.—Raymond Albers, 
a thirteen-year-old lad, this evening shot 
and killed Emanuel Koehler, a boy of 
twelve, and then hanged himself. The 
boys were playmates, and according to 
statements of neighbors, they had quar- 
reled some days ago. Albers is the son of 
Albert Albers, a well-known painter, and 
Koehler is the son of Rev. John T. Koeh- 
ler, a minister of the gospel. 

The shooting took place at 6 o'clock 
this evening. Young Koehler was stand- 
ing on a fence in the rear of Albers’s 
house. He was with his eight-year-old 
brother, Theodore Koehler, who was the 
only one who saw the shooting. The lit- 
tle fellow told his father tonight that the 
two boys had some words and that Albers 
raised a rifie that he had and pointed 
it at his brother and shot him. The boy 
says that Albers, when he saw Koehler 
fall from the fence, said: : 

‘I’m sorry I did it.”’ 

The rifle used was a 22-caliber Flobert 
rifie of short caliber. The ball struck 
Koehler in the left breast and passed 
through his heart. He died almost in- 
stantly. When*Albers saw whet he had 
done he ran into the house and told: his 
mother. The neighborhood was quickty 
alarmed with the news, and hearing the 
excitement Albers had run away. It was 
not until the arrival of the police that a 
search was made for him. He wag found 
in the cellar of his home, suspended by 
the neck from the end uf a rope tied to a 
beam of the floor above. 5 

When he learned that Koehler was dead, 
Albers went to the cellar, and taking a 
piece of rope, tied it to a beam, and 
standing on a cask, fastened it about his 
neck. He then jumped down from the 
cask and was suspended in mid-air when 
found. When cut down he was still alive, 
but he died a few moments later. 


BELLADONA IN THEIR WINE. 


One Boy Is Dead and Seven Others 
Are Very Ill. 

Pomeroy, O., July 5.—Steven Kay, aged 
fourteen, is dead, and seven other boys 
are dangerously ill as a result of drinking 
wine containing belladonna at New Ha- 
ven, W. Va., yesterday. The boys, whose 
ages range from fourteen to sixteen, se- 
cured sixteen half-pint bottles of wine to 
go to a picnic and at the suggestion of 
Con Sayre went into the office of the 
latter’s father, a physician, to get alco- 
hol to mix with the wine. Young Sayre 
picked up a bottle which he thought con- 
tained alcohol and poured some into 
each bottle. Each boy then took a drink 
and in a few minutes all were sick and 
raving. Kay died during the night and 
the others may nct recover. 


DENIED A TEAM, HE KILLED. 


In a Pet Edward Windsor Fatally 
Shot His Father. 


Milford, Del., July 5.—Upon the refusal 
of his father to allow him the use of a 
team for a drive yesterday afternoon Ed- 
ward Windsor went to his room in the 
Windsor hotel, of which his father, 
Thomas D. Windsor, is proprietor, se- 
cured a shotgun and returning to the 
barroom, fired a full charge into his fa- 
ther’s breast. Today the attending physi- 
cians say Mr. Windsor will die. The son 
disappeared after the shooting and the 
officers have thus far been unable to find 
him. It is supposed he has committed 
suicide. Windsor was formerly sheriff of 
Sussex county.

BLEW OUT HIS WIFE’S BRAINS. 


Husband, Crazed by the Heat, Then 
Killed Himself. 

Des Moines, Iowa, July 5.—F. A. Brack- 
ett, a retired farmer from Atlantic, Iowa, 
killed his wife and then shot himself in 
their room at the home of their daughter, 
Mrs. Otis FEF. Powell, early today. When 
discovered Brackett was lying on the bed 
with a bullet hole through his forehead, 
while his wife was upon the floor with a 
bullet hole in her temple. Both were 
dead. 

They had come to Des Moires to spend 
the Fourth, and had gone to the park dur- 
ing the day, where Brackett frequently 
complained that the heat of the day was 
making him ill. It is believed his mind be- 
came affected. 


CARNEGIE MAKES MONEY FLY. 


He Offers $750,000 to San Francisco 
for Library Purposes. 

San Francisco, July 5.—Mayor Phelan is 
in receipt of a letter from Andrew Car- 
negie offering to give $750,000 to the city 
of San Francisco for a library building, 
providing the city furnishes a suitable 
site and appropriates $75,000 a year for 
maintenance.

Chipley, Fla., July 5.—At Vernon, six- 
teen miles from here, four negroes were 
hanged this morning for murder. The 
names of the negroes were Belton Hamil- 
ton, John Simmons, Jim Harrison and 
Will Williams. 

Wiliiams, Harrison and Hamilton had 
been convicted of killing a helpless ne- 
gro and almost killing his wife. It was 
adduced in the evidence that the three 
had warned their victim, Jeff Davis, to 
leave a certain turpentine camp. Davis 
obeyed instructions at once, but was 
forced to return on account of lack of 
transportation of his household goods. He 
came back on Octoter 2d last and vas at 
once spott2d by his enemies, who sur- 
rounded him in his home, and stationing 
themselves behind convenient trees, pro- 
ceeded to riddle the cabin with rifle balls. 
Davis was told to put his gun outside, 
which he did, and was soon afterwards 
dragged from his house and shot to death 
while in. his wife's arms. During the trial 
Hamilton, on cross-exiamiration, con- 
fessed, saying: 

“I'm guilty, before God T am guilty, 
and I ought to be hanged until dead.”’ 

By his confession the others ‘wero also 
convicted. 

John Simmons had killed another ne- 
gro. 

The town of Vernon is without rail- 
road? connection” ana lorie fMtdes of six- 
teen miles were made Wy all classes of 
people. At least 2,500 were present. 

The four negroes were made to ascend 
the gallows at one time at 10:55 a. m., 
and after short statements from each, 
“who claimed to be on the road to heaven, 
the trap was sprung and the four were 
plunged inte space, remaining suspended 
for fifty minutes. Only one neck was 
broken, the others having died from stran- 
gulation.

WHITE MOB ORGANIZED 


| TO LYNCH THE NEGROES 


Prisoners Were Spirited Away—Ne- 
groes Are Congregating and 
Displaying Arms and Are 
Being Disarmed by 
Officers. 


Ironton, O., July 5.—At Fleetwood park 
late yesterday John and Albert Slaugh¢r. 
white, were probably fatally stabbed by 
Luther Page and Abner Owens, colored. 
and Charles Martin and Riley Slaughter 
were beaten with clubs. The trouble 
occurred over an attack on a small white 
boy by a negro, A riot followed. Final- 
ly the negroes were arrested and placed 
in the county jail. 

After midnight an attempt was made 
to organize a mob and lynch the prison- 
ers. A crowd gathered at the tunnel 
on Olive street, but no one volunteered 
to lead the assault on the fail. If the 
attack had been made, a Dloody battle 
undoubtedly would have occurred, as fif- 
ty armed negroes were on guard in and 
around the jail where their friends were 
imprisoned. 

Page and Owens were secretly arraigned 
this afternoon in the county jail. Ar- 
rangements were made to remove them 
to Portsmouth jail for safety immediate- 
ly, as the authorities feared trouble to- 
night. 

The removal of the negroes has avert- 
ed a crisis here. The two men were 
today driven to a train in a closed car- 
riage, guarded by Sheriff Dovel and 
Marshal Brice, and halted a square from 
the depot. Deputy Sheriff Payne and the 
police force waited at the station and 
formed a cordon about the prisoners as 
they were led to the train in irons. Not 
a dozen people were aware of the trans- 
fer before the train arrived. Riley and 
Martin Slaughter, brothers of the wound- 
ed men, had started for the depot. but 
the train had pulted out a minute before 
they arrived. This afternoon the offi- 
cers disarmed the negroes and arrested 
John Scales, who flashed a revolver. Ne- 
groes were congregating and displaying 
arms. 
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BLACK SOLDIERS ARE RIOTING. 


They Are Speeding Through Country 
Shooting as They Go. 

Albuquerque, N. M., July 5.—Two 
wounded men, one fatally and the other 
shot through the leg, were brought here 
on one of the soldier trains passing 
through to the east. 

Near Holbrook the discharged negro 
soldiers got to -shooting promiscuously 
through and out of the cars and Frank 
Phillips, colored, received a bullet in the 
abdomen, while a white soldier named W. 
A. Eversole and claiming Denver as his 
home, was shot through the fleshy part 
of his right leg. A woman living in a 
small town west of here was coming out 
of a door when one of the soldier trains 
was passing and received a_ bullet 
through her arm. 

At Winslow before the soldier train 
reached town the citizens armed them- 
selves with shotguns and rifles and when 
the train stopped at the depot would not 
allow the soldiers to leave the cars and 
ordered the railroad officials to pull out 
with the train forthwith. All the dis- 
charged soldiers carry arms and they are 
accused of committing’ many depreda- 
tions along the route. 


BANDITS NOT YET CAPTURED. 


Railroad Officials Say That the Rob- 
: bers Got $41,500. 

Helena. Mont., July 5.—Two posses are 
in pursuit of the Great Northern train 
robbers, one posse following the route 
taken by the robbers and the other tak- 
ing a cross cut toward the Little Rocky, 
mountains, to which section it Is belleved 
the highwaymen are heading. A ranch- 
man named Walsh met the robbers. They 
told him to inform the sheriff they were 
well and happy. It ia believed if they 
reach the Little Rocky mountains the 
robbers will not be captured. 

The robbers have been recognized as the 
famous Curry outlaws. “Kid” Curry is 
the leader. Another is named Long Bole 
and the third man is umknown. All use 
the Texas dialect.

He wag shot in the leg, arm and side. The 

“wound” in the side is the ‘most serious: 
‘Banks was sent to the hospital for treat- 
ment, and ir being guarded there by po- 
lice. ' 

So violent was he in his resistance that 
he had to be severely clubbed, but the 
heavy blows inflicted orf his head seemed 
to have no effect whatever. Each blow 
appeared only to infurlate him and make 
him attack the officers with increased fe- 
rocity. He would jerk away from the 
policemen, who had to chase him a 
long distance. Though wounded and 
bleeding from pistol shots and clubbing, 
he fought the officers with the rage of 
a demon when they wege trying to lock 
him up in the barracks. The police say 
he is the worst negro they have ever 
encountered. The encounter on the streets 
caused excitement. 

Last night. Banks stole a horse at 


Forsyth that belonged to Jeff Grant,, | 


and.the Macon police department was 
telephoned to be on the  lbokout for 
Banks. . Today Banks carried the horse 
to Branan’s stable and tried to sell it for 
#0. Branan suspected that the horse 
was stolen and when Policeman Dumas 
started to arrest him he commenced his 
desperate resistance. Lieutenant Mug- 
phy went to Dumas’ assistance, and their 
long and terrific struggle -with. the ne- 
gro ensued. Banks.is not known about 
Forsyth. He claims to bé from Marshall- 
ville, and Banks may be an assumed 
name. He has only one eye and wears 
specs. Grant came to Macon and .got his 
horse. Banks will be taken to Forsyth 
for trial as soon as his wounds will per- 
mit.

Dr. Cobb Declares That Deeds He 
Made Were Not Legal, and 
Shows That He Was Sent 
to Insane Asylum 
Wrongfully.

, petition for injunction was presented to

| neys for Dr. John T. Cobb, of Buchanan, 
against his divorced wife, formerly Mrs. 
E. B. Cobb, but by marriage June 2st 
Mrs. E. B. Shinn, of Tyus, this county. 
The petition charges that a house and 
lot in the town of Buchanan, which Dr. 
Cobb worked and paid for, was sold by 
his ‘wife a short time ago to G. M. Rob- 
erts, of Buchanan, and that the purchase 
money has not ali been paid; that Mrs. 
Shinn had no title, the same being In 
him; that some eighteen months ago his 
wife deserted him and taking advantage 
of his condition at that time, through her 
agents fraudulently secured his signa- 
ture to a deed conveying, as he under- 
stood, the property to her as trustee for 
their two children, but which in fact was 
an absolute deed to her. The petition as- 
serts that the deed was never delivered 
but was simply left with the clerk of Car- 
roll superior court to be delivered on cer- 
tain contingencies, which never arose. A 
few days later, the papers recite, Dr. 
Cobb learned the arrangement was not 
what he had been led to believe and took 
up the deed, whereupon his wife’s broth- 
er, H. T. Darden, took out a possessory 
warrant for the paper, had Dr. Cobb ar- 
rested and the deed taken from him by 
the sheriff; that he was confined in the 
jail under a lunacy warrant and while 
the jury was being empaneled to visit 
him he was served in the jail with his 
wife’s petition for divorce; that in a few 
hours he was adjudged non compos men- 
tis and sent to.the state sanitarium, 
where he was detained for several 
months. He avers the divorce granted 
his wife is null and void, because he was 
not legally served, nor subject to suit, 
and incapable of transacting any busi- 
ness. He charges that she came into pos- 
session .of the deed {illegally by having 
it turned over to her later by the sheriff 
without any trial of the possessory war- 
rant, and while he was in the asylum. 
He charges that she got a premium of 
$35 on his life insurance policy cancelled 
and returned to her at the time of the 
separation, a horse and buggy of $100 
value and all his personal property, with- 
gut his consent, and used the same; that 
she is insolvent and has married a man 
with several small child »n. Dr. .Cobb 
prays to have. Mrs. Shinn and agents en- 
joined from collecting the 
money of the land and from: spending 
what she has alrea:'y collected, and asks 
that she be required to deposit the money 
in the First National bank of Carrollton 
to abide the issue in the case. He asks 
that he be given judgment against her 
for all money of his used. Judge Harris 
issued a temporary restraining order 
against Mrs. E. B. Shinn and G. M. Rob- 
erts, the purchaser of the real estate, 
and set the hearing of the case for July 
13th.

New York Journal: The United States 
has ended the greatest fiscal year in its 
history. Its exports reached in round 
numbers $1,500,000,000—which broke not only 
al! American reconds, but all correspond- 
ing records in the world. In the great 
year ending with 1890 the United Kingdom 
exported more than this, including the 
immense volume of goods it merely ltran- 
shipped, but its figures of domestic cx- 
ports have never touched those reached 
in the year just closed by the United 
States. 

Of course, Great Britain is stiil consid- 
erably ahead of us*{In her volume of for- 
eign trasie per head. Forty-one million 
people ought not to be expected to export 
as much as 76,000,000, although they im- 
port a great deal more, not only ver cap- 
ita, but in the aggregate. Kut the for- 
eign trade of the United States suffers Ly 
reason of the very vastness of the coun- 
try. The buik of the commerce that wuuld 
be foreign in almost any other country 
is domestic here. 

It is quite likely that before long we 
may be producing all our own sugar, and 
that alone will knock off an eighth of all 
our imports of foreign goods. ‘Lhere is 
really nothing that we buy abroad that 
we could not produce just as well at home 
if we set our minds to it, except, possi- 
sibly, diamonds and dukes. And there 1s 
nothing that we produce at home: which 
Americans could not consume jf they had 
sufficient purchasing power. And, there- 
fore, the economist of the future, having 
learned how to give our working people 
the means of buying all they need, may 
look back upon the export of $1,500,000,000 
worth of useful things a year as an evi- 
dence of barbarism,rather than of pros- 
perity, 


Americans as Fighters. 


Kansas City Journal: Obedience has 
ever been a characteristic of the American 
soldfer,: and it is his record through 
all e wars his country ever had. No 
doubt it is true that he fails to display 
the servility which marks the European 
army system, and that he has an inde- 
pendence that is astonishing to an ob- 
server of the Old World and the old;

When our fighting men go forth 
we know exactly what they will do. and 
we watch them do it with never waver- 
ing confidence.

Municipal Taxation in Alabama 
, Thoroughly Discussed, 


SECTION FINALLY - ADOPTED 


Equal Civil and Political Rights to 
Foreigners Arouses a Spirited 
Debate in the Alabama Con- 
stitutional Canvention 
at Montgomery. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 5.—(Special.)— 
The constitutional convention today ad- 
journed pending an effort to have strick- 
en from the bill of rights a clause giving 
citizenship with equa] civil and potitical 
rights to foreigners who have declared 
their intention to become citizens of the 
United States. Objectioneis being made 
that it may conflict with the suffrage or- 
dinance. 

After a contention of five hours over the 
section limiting the debts of cities and 
towns. the following was finally adoptcd 
by a vote of 77 to 37: 

“Section 10. No city, town or other mu- 
nicipal corporation shall become indebted 
in an amount, including present dndebt- 
edness, exceeding 5 per centum of the es- 
sessed value of the property thereof, cx- 
cept for the construction or purchase cf 
waterworks, gas or electric lighting 
Plants and sewerage, -or for the improve- 


ments of streets, for which purpose an 
additional indebtedness not exceeding 3 
per centum.may be created. Provided, 
this Hmitation shall not apply to any debt 
now authorized by law to be created, and 
excepting also temporary loans to be paid 
within: one year, made in anticipation of 
the collection of taxes, not to exceed one- 
fourth of the general revenues of «uch 
cities and towns; provided, however, that 
this limitation. shall not apply to towris 
and cities having a population of 6,000 or 
more, nor to the cities of Gadsden, €£ns- 
ley. the town of Andalusia and the cities 
of Decatur and New Decatur, which last 
described cities and town shal] not be- 
come indebted in an amount, including 
present indebtedness, exceeding 7 per 
centum of the assessed valuation of the 
property thereof, and provided further, 
that there shall not be included in the 
limitation of the indebtedness of such inst 
described cities and towns the following 
classes of indebtedness, to-wit: Tempora-' 
ry loans to be paid within one year made 
in anticipation of the collection of taxes 
and not to exceed one-fourth of such 
taxes; bonds issued or other obligations 
already issued or which may hereafter 
be issued for the purpose of acquiring, 
providing or constructing school houses, 
waterworks and sewers, and obligations 
incurred and bonds issued-for street or 
sidewalk improvement, where the cust ‘of 
the same in whole or in part is to be as- 
sessed against the property abutting said 
improvement. ,Provided, that tne. pro- 
ceeds of all obligations issued as herein 
provided in excess of said 7 per centum 
Shall not be used for any purpose other 
than that for which said obligations were 
issued. Nothing herein contained shall 
prevent the funding or refunding of exist- 
ing indebtedness.’’ 

Numerous petitions were again present- 
ed to the convention asking that the rail- 
road commissioners be made elective in- 
stead of appointive and requesting that 
the commission be given plenary powers, 
all of which were appropriately referred.

Some Slight Improvement Had Been 
Made by the Stock- 
holders. 


Ci, July 5.—<{Special.)—By 
virtue of sundry executions issued out 
of the court of common pleas of Beau- 
fort county, the Port’ Royal Land. and 
Investment Company’s property in and 
near the city of Port. Royal has been 
sold to the highest bidder for cash before 
the courthouse bere gt the legal hour of 
sale. 

Sheriff Jenking and Master in Equity 
Thomas Martin, of Bluffton, were the 
county officials who. conducted the sale 
for the state. The-holdings of the Port 
Royal Land and..Investment Company 
originally embraced nearly the entire cor- 
porate limits of Port Royal city, and the 
purpose for which the concern was or- 
ganized and chartered ‘under the laws of 
the states of Néw York and South Caro- 
lina many years ago was ostensibly the 
development of the deep water port of 
the south Atlantic.coast. 

The company was capitalized at $100,- 
000 and some ‘attempt at improvement 
was made and the erection of a grain ele- 
vator and numerous dwelling houses in 
Port Royal resulted. Subsequently the 
company became involved in debt, prin- 
cipally to Daniel F. Appleton. a New 
York millionaire, and the sale today was 
the final outcome of an ill managed finan- 
cial scheme that has well nigh proved the 
ruin of Port Royal. 

The property disposed of was levied on 
as belonging to the Port Royal company 
at the respective sults of the Morton 
Trust Company, of New York, trustee, 
against the sald Port Royal company and 
Henry A. Robbins against the same. The 
aggregate amount realized by the sale of 
1,160 acres and a number of lots and build- 
ings in Port Royal was $30,000. W. S38. 
Monteith bought Battery plantation, 0 
acres, for $9,000, and Old Fort plantation 
for $1,700. He acted as agent for Patrick 
Calhoun, of New York.

Commissioners Representing the Two 
States Have So Far Been Una- 
ble To Reach a Conclusion, 
and the Courts Will 
Take a Hand. 


Jackson, Miss., July~ 6.—(Special.)—As 
yet the Mississippi commissioners ap- 
pointed to settle the coast boundary dls- 
pute with a similar commission appointed 
by Louisiana have given no notice to the 
Louisiana commissioners of a date when 
a joint session can be held, but it is like- 
ly that it will take place within the next 
few days. There has been a very marked 
decrease of interest in the proceedings 
of the joint commission since it was 
clearly demonstrated at a session some 
time since that proceedings in the United 
States court, conducted in a friendly man- 
ner, will be necessary before a final con- 
clusion can be reached on the subject. 
The Mississippi commissioners frankly ad- 
mit that they have no power to bring 
about a complete adjudication of the con- 
troversy, especially as there has bcen 
manifest all along a tendency to bring the 
much discussed oyster fishery question 
into the dispute, 

The Mississippi commisstoners—Harry 
T. Howard, Walter A. White, J. Ira Ford 
and E. J. Bowers—are disinclined to ex- 
press an Official preference as to whether 
the oyster beds should be dredged or 
fished with tongs, and as this is ‘“‘the milk 
in the cocoanut” when the question is 
summed up and stated briefly, their re- 
luctance to have this matter injected is 
easily understood. At several legislative 
sessions in the past in this state efforts 
have been made to pass laws on the oys- 
ter fishery question, but without avail.

July 5.—(Special.)—The 
Adams county board of supervrsors has 
knocked out 75 per cent of the delinquent 
solvent credits recently unearthed by L. 
F. Chiles, deputy state revenue 2gent, 
and which have created so much discus- 
sion throughout the state during the past 
ten days.

Judge Tim E. Cooper will !ook after 
the legal details of the collection and the 
revenue agent and his deputies will now 
turn their attention to other parts of the 
state with the purpose of unearthing 
other delinquents on solvent credits which 
have been escaping taxation. 


TIMBER LAND IS IN DEMAND. 


Saw Mills in Miesissippi Are Behind 
with Orders. 

Jackson Miss., July 5.—(Special.)—Witn- 
in the past few weeks, according to prom- 
inent real estate dealers and speculators, 
there has been a lively demand for tim- 
ber lands in Mississippi and excellent 
prices are being.secured for well wooded 
tracts, The demand for hardwood tracts 
is especially strong and land owners tin 
the Pearl river valley have recently dis- 
posed of their holdings at prices that 
would have been considered enormous a 
few years ago. 

The state. of the timber market tn Mis- 
sissippi is wel! illustrated by the volume 
of business coming from the southern part 
of the state over the Gulf and Ship Islansi 
road. Usually at this season of the year 
many of the sawmliis close down until 
the fall months, but the numerous ent?r- 
prises in that section are still running on 
full time and many are unabie to fill 
their orders ahead, 

The demand continues good for large 
tracts of yellow pine, and the indications 
are that there wiil be some lively bidding 
for the 22.000 acres to be sold by the board 
of trustees of the inxlustrial institute and 
college in this city Saturday afternoon. 


NEW ROADS IN MISSISSIPPI. 


Building in the State Will Make a 
Good Showing This Year. 

Jeckson. Miss., July 5.—(Special.)—Work 
has commenced on another railroad in 
Mississippi in the extreme northern part 
of the state, from Corinth to Hamburg, a 
distance of about twenty miles. There 
was formerly a narrow gauge road over 
a portion of this distance, and this is 
being widened to a standard gauge. An- 
other road in the northern part of the 
state nearing completion is the Lake Cor- 
morant branch of the Yazoo and Missis- 
sippi Valley road. e 

According to the latest summary taere 
are in process of construction A7 miles 
of railroad in Mississippi, and surveys 
have been made for at least twice that 
distance, with assurance that construction 
will be commenced on a large percentage 
of the latter within the next few months. 
There are excellent reasons to believe that 
Mississippi wil] be either first or second 
in the amount of new railroad mileage 
when the figures are compiled next year.

Design for Navy Medals. 

New York Herald: Secretary Long has 
forrnally adopted the designs for the ob- 
verse :nd reverse faces of the medals 
which will be awarded to officers ard men 
who served on the ncrth Atlantic fleet 
during the war with Spain. 

The board recommenda in its original 
rerort that Rear Admiral Samps)n's 
prcefile and a representation of the battle 
of Santiazo be used for the two faces 
of the medal. Secretary Long was un- 
willing to limit the scope of the medal, 
and suggested a grceup which should 
represent ap officer, a bDiue-jacket and a 
tnarine. This group has been placed on 
the deck of a man of war. On bending 
his shoulders to Goirect a rapid-fire run 
is the figure olf a typical American blue- 
jacket. In the foreground stands a young 
cfficer with extenied arms, indicating to 
the bluejacket the mark to be struck. 
To the right is a marine, in shirt sleeves, 
his rifle in hand, and his belt heavy with 
certrieges. In the -jistance are the ovt- 
iines of a ship, which may be a battle 
ehip or torpedo boat 

The name of th2 recipient and the de- 
cisive battle in which he participated 
will be placed on this face of the medal. 
This also tends to deprive the decora- 
ticn of a Santiago significance. On the 
face representing Rear <Adroiral Samp- 
son's profile will the inscription: 
‘United States Naval Campaign in the 
West Indies. 1898— Willian Thomas 
Samrson, commander in chief.’’ A wreath 
of oak leaves will surround the head and 
ir scription. 

The medal will be attached by red : 
bive ribbon to tars, cn which wil 
inscribed anv additional battles in whith 
the recivient tcok part. 

Officers and men who receive the “bat- 
tle medal” will be those ~vho participated 
in the engagements at Cardenas, Cien- 
fuegos, Manzanillo and Nipe, the mttle 
of Santiago. the cable cutting expedition 
at Guantanamo, the cable cutting «xpe- 
dition of the St. Louls at Santiago and 
the engagemen: hFetween the martnes and 
Speniards at Guentanamo, 

Sigral service rendered by offieers and 
men otherwise than in battle will be re- 
warded by a meritorious service medal. 
This will go to such officers as Navi 
Constructor Hobsen. who will also re- 
ceive a “battle medal;”’ Lieutenants Blue, 
Ward and Buck, and to officers and men 
who eerved on the blockade. 

In the case of the tattle ship Massach- 
setts. which was at Gusntanamo coaling 
when Cervera made his dash from Santi- 
ego. it will be a question whether the offi- 
cers and men on hoard will be entitled 
to the “battle medal’ or whether they 
wil’  zyecelve the “meritorious service 
medal.””

How Fast Can a Bird Fly? 


If vou consult the usually accepted aue 
thorities on the speed of birds in their 
flight you are likely to be misled by an 
exaggeration of from 100 to gw per cent. 
This is because ngures have been given 
on hearsay, appearance and very superfi- 
chal observation. But recently American, 
English and French observers have been 
comparing notes and are practically 

greed atter most eareful calculation on 
the speed of the best known birds. 

They started with the carrier pigeon and 
have made him a base of comperison. He 
has heretofore been credited with 110 
miles an hour, but it is now agreed that 
he is entitled to fifty. A quite recent jong 
distance carefully conducted test of 590 
miles, from the Shetland island to Luon- 
don, showed that the most rapid pigeons 
made ‘thirty-seven mites an hour. On 
shorter distances none has made more 
han fifty miles, 

: pecause frigate birds have not been 
seen far from land and have been sup- 
posed net to ‘ly by night or to rest on the 
water. they have been crediteal with a 
epeed of from 1% to 20 miles an hour. If 
they @id fly at that speed they would 
have to overcome an atmospheric pres- 
sure of from 112 to 130 pounds to the 
square foot of flying surface. There is no 
certainty that they fly more rapidly than 
a passenger pigeon or that they do not 
fly at night or do not sleep on the wa-

~. MINETEEN KILLED OUTRIGHT 


Qfajority of the Injuries Due to the 
Premature Explosion of Fire- 
works—Deadly Toy Pis- 
tol Yet To Be Heard 
From. 


Chicago, July 5.—Reports from all over 
the country have . been received here 
showing the number of persons killed 
and injured as a result of celebrating the 
Fourth of July. 

The number of actually killed is less 
than last year, being nineteen against 
thirty then, but the number of injured is 
considerably larger, the figures being 
1,611 against 1,325. 

The real, list of fatalities will, however, 
not be known until the number of deaths 
resulting from lockjaw caused by toy 
pistol wounds come in. 

Last year in Chicago there were no 
deaths reported on July Sth from toy 
pistols, but before the month was out 
twenty-five had died from the resulting 
lockjaw and the remainder of the country 
Bent in equally fatal records. 

Chicago last year had one death and 
forty-two injured. This time no death 
is reported, but there is a list of 103 in- 
jured. 

The number of wounds from toy pistols. 
however, is limited to five, which would 
indicate that the prohibition put on that 
dangerous tov was at least partially ef- 
fective. 

Of other cities Philadelphia makes the 
largest showing. It renorts 175 casualties 
of every kind and description and Cin- 
cinnati comes next with 10. New York 
was singularly lucky, being behind Chi- 
cago in the list of injured, but it had 
three deaths resulting from an explosion 
of fireworks and New London had a 
premature explosion of a cannon by which 
two more were killed. 

In Quincy, Ill., there was also a fatality 

from a runaway caused by horses becom- 
ing frightened at fireworks, and there 
were a number of injuries in various 
cities growing out of the same cause. In 
the list of fatalities explosions of fire- 
works and the careless handling of fire- 
arms caused the majority of the deaths, 
but over one-third of the injuries were 
éaused by the careless handling of fire- 
works; especially skyrockets. 
After fireworks comes the toy pistol in 
the casualties list. Two hundred and 
forty-nine children were injured by these 
“toys’’ in various cities of the country 
and the question ts now what will the 
fatality list amount to?

RAILROADS IN RATE FIGHT. 


Horizontal Slashing Is Done by Chi- 
‘cago Trunk Lines. 


Chicago, July 5.—A rate fig..t of liberal 
proportions is-on among the trunk lines 
operating between Chicago and Missouri 
river centers. For several weeks there 
has been widespread, though secret, ma- 
nipulation of rates on all classes of 
freight in this territory, but there had 
beén nd open rupture’ between any of the 
roads until toaay. When-it became evi- 
dent that peace could not be restored ex- 
cept by some, drastic action, officers of 
séveral of the reads began to plan open 
reductions in tariffs. The Santa Fe was 
the first to act and today came out with 
an announcement that it would put in a 
sale of rates effective July 15th between 
this city and southwestern Missouri river 
points that would awaken the secret rate 
cutters to a realization of the situation. 

The rates promulgated by the Santa Fe 
average reductions of. from 30 to # per 
cent, and in some cases 50 per cent, below 
the present printed tariffs. ’ 

It is believed that the action of the 
Santa Fe will be fallowed by similar an- 
nouncements by all: competitors and that 
the cuts are intended to bring the long 
standing secret fight for business to a 
head and to force the lines that have 
been out of-the pool to become members 

W. B. Bibble, freight traffic manage 
of the Santa- Fe, discussing the cut in 
rates, said: ; 

“In making an open reduction in rates 
we are only doing what most of our com- 
péetitors have been doing secretly for 
many weeks. Our traffic between Kan- 
sas City and Chicago has been decreasing 
week by week, until it is now only 4 or 
5 per cent of the total traffic between 
these points, while one of the weakest 
lines is mond yee over 16 per cent. Such 
a condition of affairs could only be caused 
by secret rate-cutting by our competitors, 
To stop such business we determined to 
make a wholesale reduction in rates 
openly. If this reduction proves to be 
insufficient to stop secret rate-cutting we 
will openly make another big one. As 
soon as we are given satisfactory, assur- 
ance that all our compepitors will main- 
tain reasonable rates, we will advance 
— to a normal basis, but not before

WHAT RUTLEDGE SAYS. 


Account of Birmingham News of the 
Avsrest of ex-~-Police- 
man, 


The following account of the arrest of 
ex-Policeman J. E. Rutledge, of this city, 
appeared in The Birmingham News of 


Thursday: 

“J. Ed _ Rutledge, of Atlanta, formerly 
flagman on the Southern railroad be- 
tween Birmingham and... Atlanta, was 
brought over from Atlanta last night by 
Deputy Sheriff George Courson . on the 
charge of embezzlement. The charge was 
preferred by Conductor J. D. Patterson, 
or the Southern railway, under whom 
Rutledge formerly worked. Rutledge 
says that itis a =e o malicious prose- 
cution, pure and simple, 

‘The ‘charge against Rutledge is_ the 
embezzlement of the sum of $11.60. It is 
alieged that he pretended that he had 
the right to collect railroad fares and 
that he did collect fares from four per- 
sons. the amount so collected aggregat- 
ing $11.60. 

“When seen this morning at the county 
jail by a News reporter Rutledge stated 
that he was discharged from the South- 
ern railway on April ist for neglect in 
watching the rear of the train and for 
smoking on duty. Later he secured a 
place on the police force of Atlanta and 
was working there whep J. D. Patterson, 
who has a brother on the Atlanta police 
commission, preferred charges against 
him. He demanded an investigation and 
the case was decided last Tuesday night, 
resulting in a tle vote as to guilt or inno- 
cence. He had been suspended during 
the investigation and when the case re- 
sulted in a tie he was not allowed to re- 
sume work. 

“He then began looking for work else- 
where, and had a place in sight when he 
learned that Patterson had sworn out a 
warrant against him and that a deputy 
was in Atlanta after him. When he 
learned this he went to the station house 
and waited until the deputy came and 
then gave himself up. He says that the 
Southern railway. has had nothing to a 
with the prosecution against him. When 
informed of the arrest of Rutledge, Su- 
perintendent Hayden, of the Southern 
railway, is said to have expressed dis- 
pleasure.”’

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STRIKERS SEEK 
FOR RECRUITS 


Atempt Being Made To Extend 
Strike at St Louis, 


POLICE SCATTER STRIKERS 


Congestion of Traffic Continues and 
Only a Small Quantity of Freight 
Is Being Handled—Strikers 
Confident of Winning 
the Fight. 


St. Louis, July 5.—An effort made by 
the striking freight handlers of East St. 
Louis to call out the men in the freight 
house on this side pf the river today was 
only partially successful. Léss than a 
humdred went out, it is stated. A crowd 
of 200 strikers and sympathizers on the 
east side succegded in getting most of the 
men in the North St. Louis freight houses 
near the river front to quit work. They 
were dispersed by the police, however. 
When they reached the Cupples police de- 
partment the men made a demonstration 
around the ‘Frisco and Missouri Pacific 
warehouses, 

The attempt to extend the strike, which 
has been in progress in East St. Louis 
since Monday, to-the Missour! side, was 
made, it is said, in retaiiation for the pol- 
icy the railroad adopted in billing freight 
through to St. Louis in order to ayoid 
the congested warehouses on the east 
side. In East St. Louis the congestion 
of traffic continues, only a small quanti- 
ty of freight being moved. The Il- 
linois Central railroad has imported 120 
negroes, whom they put to work in the 
places of the striking truckers and sort- 
ers. 

A car ful: of youths and boys from 
nearby points are also being used by that 
road as checkesa and clerks. They and 
the freight handlers are working without 
interference. Small forces of men are at 
work in the warehouses of the Chicago 
and Alton and Mobile and Ohio railroads. 
The 1,500 striking freight ‘handlers are 
still out. They are confident of winning 
through the co-operation of the other 
railroad men. 


STRIKERS HOLDING THE MINE. 


Colorado Governor Will Use Troops 
To Put Them Out. 

Denver, Colo., July 5.—A calm prevailed 
today over the scene of Wednesday’s 
trouble with the striking miners employed 
in the Smuggler-Union mine near Tellu- 
ride, Colo. The latest information con- 
cerning the situation came to Governor 
Orman this evening from Sheriff Dew- 
tain and was contained in a telegram, 
which read as follows: 

“There hag been no violence or property 
destroyed since the 3d. I do not think’ 


I can protect life awd property in 2 aed 


of riot. It is usually done before one 
knowg it.” 

The final demands of the miners and the 
refusal of the manager to accede to them 
makes it appear useless for either side 
to further present its claims, arid there 
appears no chance for an amicabie settle- 
ment of the differences unti] the gov- 
ernor’s commission takes a hand, This 
commission, unless it was delayed, ar- 
rived in Telluride late this afternoon, and 
it is expected they will lose no time in 
conferring with the representatives of the 
miners’ union at Telluride. They are in- 
structed to demand a surrender of the 
property now held by the strikers. If this 
is not done at once, the governor has in- 
structed them to say to the strikers’ rep- 
resentatives that possession would be se- 
cured for the owners of the property even 
if it is necessary to call out the entire 
national guard of the state. The feel- 
ing between the strikers and the man- 
agers of the Smuggler-Union is very bit- 
ter, and i¢ will not be an @Gasy matter 
to induce the men to retire from the 
property. 


MORGAN TO SETTLE STRIKE. 


Report to That Effect Is Current at 
Pittsburg. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 5.—There is reason 
to believe that something of importance 
touching on the interests of the &triking 
sheet steel and hoop steel mills will de- 
velop here tomorrow.

WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY 
OR ALL THE NEW SHIPS 


And for All Other Vessels as They 
Come in for Repairs—New Ves- 
sels Will Have a Very 
Heavy Armament. 


London. July &—In the house of com- 
mons today Arnold Forster, the secretary 
of the admiralty, announced that the 
year’s shipbuilding programme included 
three battleships of a new improved class, 
six cruisers of the Monmouth class and 
ten improved torpedo boat destroyers. 

The battleships will be of 16.500 tons 
and twenty feet longer than those of the 
Formidable class. Their indicated horse- 
power will be 18,000 and their speed 18 1-2 
knots. The armor of the new battleships 
will be a belt eight to nine inches thick. 
A pecullar feature of the new ships will 
be six-inch guns not mounted in separate 
casements, but inclosed in a battery with 
seven-inch armor. The ships’ armament 
will consist of for forward fire two 12- 
inch guns, two 9.2-inch guns and two 6- 
inch guns; aft fire of the same guns of 
the Formidable character. It is thought 
these ships will compare favorably with 
anything building by any European pow- 
er. The new ships will be named King Ea- 
ward, the Dominion and the Common- 
wealth to commemorate the great sup- 
port rendered to king and country by the 
two great branches of the kindred race. 

Will, Be Heavy Armored. 

The cruisers will be of 9,800 tons and 
will have a speed of twenty-three knots. 
Their armament will be heavier than 
the Monmouth’s. It is believed that the 
cruisers which are about to be laid down 
will be equal to anything likely to be 
brought against them. 

The new tuorpedo boat destroyers wil) 
be of stronger construction. In regard 
to the hospital ships, the secretary of the 
admiralty said: Great Britain now had 
in the Mediterranean, through the gen- 
erosity of an American citizen (Gerard 
Raker, president of the Atlantic transport 
lire), the well equipped Maine. 

All the new ships will be fitted with 
wireless telegraphy, as will all other Brit- 
ish ships as they come in for repairs. 

Efforts are being made to overcome the 
arrears in ship building, and the secre- 
tary added the government is now able

said. there was an absolute determination 
upon the part of the BRdmiralty to find the 
dest «type of boiler. and the- government 
was watching with interest a German 
experiment of combining cylindrical and 
water tube boilers in the same ship. 


Ships Nearing Completion. 


In the house of lords today the ear) of 
Selborne, first lord of the admiralty, in 
@ statement on the present naval position 
of great Britain said that the remain-- 
der of the year 1901 would witness the 
completion of three armored cruisers of 
the Cressy class, four first class bar- 
bette ships of the class of the Formida- 
ble and’ two first class barbette ships of 
the class of the Canopus. 

Lord Selborne said the first half of 1902 
would see the completion of two more 
vessels of the Cressy class, two others of 
the Formidable class, one armored cruiser 
of the Monmouth class and three ar- 
mored cruisers of the Drake class. 

The first lord of the admiralty added 
that the total number of destroyers built 
or building was 113, and of the five sub- 
marine vessels already ordered the first 
would be ready for trial next September. 

Not Much Enthusiasm. 


The government’s explanations of. the 
maval programme have failed to awaken 
enthusiasm, But they are regarded as 
showing that the government is alive to 
the necessities of the case. The Daily 
Chronicle, which points out that, al- 
though Lord Selborne dwelt upon the dif- 
ficulty of getting vessels finished to time, 
foreign powers like Japan have no diffi- 
culty in getting enormous battleships 
built to time in British yards, publishes 
the contents of confidential reports on the 
last maneuvers of the Mediterranean 
fleet, the substance of which, it declares, 
is well known to both France and Russia, 
although it has been concealed from the 
British public. 

The gist of the reports was that in‘a 
Sea like the Mediterranean battleships 
have little chance and that British power 
can only be held by’ destroy- 
ers. It declares that both <Ad- 
miral Fisher and Lord Charles 
Beresford, of the Mediterranean fleet, 
have demanded destroyers, but that none 
has as yet been sent and that it was 
these maneuvers which led Lord Charles 
(Beresford to take his recent action in 
‘criticising the naval policy of the pdv- 
‘ernment. . 


STATE OF SIEGE DECLARED. 


‘Amarchists Have Been Causing 
Trouble at Buenos Ayres. 

Buenos Ayres, July 5.—A state of siege 
has been proclaimed here. This is due to 
the participation of anarchists in licecal 
disturbances. Quiet now prevails here, 
‘The minister of finance, Dr. Enrique Ber- 
‘dou, has resigned. 

Washington, July 5—The navy depart- 
ment has received no word as to the re- 
‘ported political agitation at Buenos Ayres 
and a declaration of martia] law. The 
‘Atlanta is at Rio Janeiro and probably 
‘will visit Buenos Ayres, although there 
is not felt to be any present need of hav- 
ing a vessel there. The state department 
is without recent advices from Minister 
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Russian Bank Fails. 


St. Petersburg, July 5.—In consequence 
of the failure of the Kharkhoff Commer- 
cial bank, the Commercial bank of Eka- 
terinoslaff suspended payment yesterday.

Washington, July 5.—The cabinet was in 
session about two hours today and de- 
voted the entire time to minor matters.

JBWISH RABBIS ON JESUS 


Report Made on Question of Teach- 
ing His Religion. 


NO PART “OF YEWISH BELIEF 


Committee States That Teachings of 
Jesus Cen’t Be Officially 
Recognized. 


Philadelphia, July 5.—The topic which 
occupied most of the morning session -of 
the annual conference of American rab- 
bis today was one which was brought 
before the conference a year ago and 
which caused considerable discussion at 
that time. 

The subject was, ‘““Whether or Not the 
Religion of Jesus Should Be Taught in 
the Jewish Theological Schools."" Last 
year a committee consisting of Rabbis 
Phillipson, Deutsch and Krauskopf were 
appointed to consider the matter and re- 
port at this ‘year’s conference. Thé foi- 
lowing report was submitted today: 

‘“‘Dogmatically speaking, the position of 
Judaism in respect of the founder cf 
Christianity is altogether negative as dt- 
nying .His divinity, though the pivot cn 
which Christianity revolves, Jesus of 
Nazareth, has no place in Jewish the- 
ology. The conception of His historical 
position and of His significance in the de- 
velopment of religion is a matter of indi- 
vidual view and conviction, as is Iso 
the pointing out and application of. the 
Jewish nature of many of the beautiful 
moral teachings attributed to Jesus, but 
these cannot form part of nor be jncor- 
porated in any official statement or Jec:a- 
ration of Jewish belief.’’ 

The report was received with applause 
and was unanimously adopted.

CATTLE ON THE RESERVATION. 


Government Has Come to Arrange- 
ment with the Stockmen. 


Washington, July 5.—The interior de- 
partment has made arrangements with 
the cattle Interests in Oklahoma by which 
cattle that cannot be gottén off the 
Wichita reservation on August 6th, the 
date of the opening of that reservation, 
~may be taken to the grazing lands of 
the Kiowa and Comanche reservations in 
the southern part of that reservation and 
north of the Red river. About seventy- 
two thousand head of cattle are in the 
Wichita reservation and the ‘stockmen 
claim it is impossible to get them off in 
time for the opening. The interior de- 
partment has decided that the cattlemen 
shall ship their stock to market as rap- 
idly as possible between now and the 
opening and the balance of the stock 
then remaining, which is likely to be one- 
half, will’ be refnoved to a part of the 
grazing land set aside for the Kiowas and 
Comanches,

ANOTHER MOVE TO ELECT 
DELAWARE SENATORS 


Wilmington, Del., July 4.—The reports 
that have been current that a special 
movement was on hand to elect two re- 
publican senators from Delaware, which 
would not include J. Edward Addicks as 
one of them. is beginning to take shape; 
but so far the consent of a sufficient num- 
ber of the Addicks members of the leg- 
iskature to the plan has not been secured. 
The scheme contemplates the election of 
Governor Hunn as senator, and it has 
brought about a fight between the rival 
leaders of the Addicks or union republi- 
cans. 

_Secretary of State C. R. Layton is in 
favor the plan, and is trying to bring 
it about. 

All his moves are being closely watched 
by Senator J. Frank Allee, chairman of 
the Addicks state committee, who is en- 
deavoring to block them. The result is 
still in doubt, for Senator Allee holds 
sufficient votes to prevent the election of 
any one but Addicks. 

The movers of the new plan in the leg- 
islature, according to politicfans, number 
twenty-one members, which is six short 
of the necessary majority. The members 
who are favorable to the election of Gov- 
ernor Hunn and some other republican 
senator embrace seven regular republi- 
cans, thus demonstrating their desire to 
have Delaware represented at Washing- 
ton, so long as one senator is not Addicks. 
These seven are Senators Knox and Elli- 
son and Representatives Clark, Pilling, 
Flinn, Hodgson and Chandler, and, ac- 
cording to current reports, the union re- 
publicans who have realized that it is 
hopeless to expect to elect Addicks and 
are willing to join the seven regulars in 
electing Governor Hunn and some one 
else are Senators McFarlin, Groves, Ab- 
bott and Bresure and Representatives 
Hitchen, Robertson, Baynard, Dayett, 
Clendaniel, Prettyman, Long, Hope, Aron 
and Speaker McCommons, of the house. 

Just what shape the movement will take 
is hard to foretell. The promoters of the 
plan have been doing quiet ‘‘missionary’’ 
work among the union republicans, and 
‘‘want-to-win’’ members of the legisla- 
ture. Among politicians, it is believed, it 
is doubtful if they can secure the other 
necessary six to make an election possi- 
ble even for such a popular man among 
the union republicans as Governor Hunn. 

The men whose Names are not asso- 
ciated with the plan stand very close, per- 
sonally, to Addicks and Senator Allee. 
Work will be prosecuted along this line, 
and it is understood that Secretry of 
State Layton and also the regular repub- 
lican leaders have been assured that the 
administration at Washington will give 
them aid whenever it becomes necessary. 


MAJOR THOMAS W. HALL DEAD. 


For Years He Was Prominent in 
Baltimore Journal'‘sm. 


Baltimore, July 5.—Major Thomas W. 
Halil, a prominent journalist and editurial 
writer for The Baltimore Sun, died to- 
night at his residence in Ruxton, a suburb 
of this city. 

Major Hall was a native of Baltimore, 
where he was born in 1833. He studied 
law in the University of Virginia, and 
soon after being admitted to practice at 
the bar engaged in journalisin us editor 
and one of the proprietors of The Balti- 
more Daily Exs#:hange, and afterwards as 
editor of The South. The southern senti- 
ments of these two papers caused their 
suppression by the government at Wash- 
ington in 1861, and the arrest and impris- 
onment of the editors.

In reaching such a conclusion as 
this Mr. duBignon does so with the 
firm conviction that the greatest of all 


. questions is the safety of the home. 


Around the hearthstone there gathers 
all that man holds dear, all that enters 
into his own real happiness and the 
pleasure of those for whom he labors. 
On a larger scale this feeling extends 
to counties and states, because within 
the limits of each are other families 
whose rights and feelings are the same, 
so that the safety of one becomes the 
safety of all. The south has but one 
great and overwhelming question be- 
fore it, and until that is settled, as 
Mr. duBignon so truly says, it is idle 
to talk of division upon other lines. 
What matters it if the southern states 
‘were to be filled with manufacturing 
plants and should become the recipient 
of the money of the world, if its social 
organism is to be disrupted and the 
people made subject to the caprices 
and plundering of an ignorant vote? 
Even at the time that southern states- 
men, interested in questions of gen- 
eral concern, are restive under party 
rule, they are standing upon a preci- 
pice from which they are likely to be 
thrown without a moment’s warning.

Mr. Hepburn is quoted as declar- 
ing that “we must bear in mind that 
the Cubans afte children, and pretty 
bad children, not capable of self-gov- 
ernment, and in twelve months they 
will be at each other’s throats.” . Even 
if there were partial truth in this, the 
speaking of it is unwise and is not cal- 
culated to improve our relations with 
the people of the little island. The 
New York Independent makes the 
timely statement that “we should be 
charitable and kind and courteous to- 
ward these people whom we have de- 
livered from the corrupt and oppres- 
sive domination of Spain and who are 
now trying to erect a government on 
a constitution modeled after our own.” 

As The Constitution has consistently 
held, the inevitable destiny of Cuba is 
annexation to the United States. This 
is called for by every interest attach- 
‘ing to the two peoples and by terri- 
torial contiguity. That man, there- 
fore, who would so speak as to make 
an enemy of people with whom we are 
trying to come to an agreement is not 
a wise patriot and is not serving the 
welfare of his own country. We have 
assisted Cuba in throwing off the Span- 
ish yoke. We have assured the peo- 
ple of that island that they shall be in- 
dependent, and in pursuance of that as- 
surance they have been making sub- 
stantial progress toward the establish- 
ment of an independent government. 
All of this is right and proper. At the 
Same time there exists the destiny to 
which we have alluded. It must come 
about in its own good time, but when- 
ever it does come, it must be the vol- 
untary act of the Cubans themselves. 
For this reason the highest motives of 
patriotism should inspire us to con- 
vince the Cubans of our respect and 
regard for them, so that they will feel 
that they are dealing with friends in- 
deed. 

Mr. Hepburn should retire for the 
summer to some quiet retreat, where 
he will not have occasion to speak too 
often. 

The Liberal Leadership. 

The vacancy in the leadership of the 
liberal party of England has really ex- 
isted since the death of the only man 
who could fill the place—William 
Ewart Gladstone. 

The liberal is the great democratic 
and progressive party of the British 
empire. Controlled as it was for over 
half a century by such a giant mind as 
that of the deceased statesman, it is no 
wonder that upon his death it should 
have fallen into demoralization. But 
even in this darkest hour that man is 
not a student of history who would 
regard the work of the liberal party 
as finished. It is not a compact party 
in the usual sense of the term. It is 
the massing of the great bodies of 
Ienglishmen in response to the appeal 
of some leader for the occasion who, 
seizing an advanced position, has the 
talent and the courage and the stal- 
wart ability to call them up to a line 
with him. Such men have led the 
liberal party in the past, and each pe- 
riod of success has left England upon 
a higher plane. It was the fortune of 
Mr. Gladstone to have struck off the 
shackles of the Engiish people so that 
they now enjoy a freedom never be, 
fore their own. ‘It was in taking an 
advanced step in this direction that old 
age overcame the veteran and he fell 
by the wayside. In the meantime the 
classes are holding high carnival while 
the masses of the people are without 
initiative or leadership and swayed by 
warlike appeals. This leadership could 
not be supplied by the mere election 
of some lieutenant of Mr. Gladstone. 

It must remain vacant; whether for 
one or ten or twenty-five years matters 
not, until some man for the occasion 
shall arise; and when he does, there 
will be such an awakening as will con- 
vince the enemies of democracy that 
the spirit of freedom still lives 


Why the Mania Exists/ 

Discussing what it is pleased to term 
“the mania for tariff agitation,’ Gun- 
ton’s Magazine declares that ‘there is 
a certain class of free traders who 
seem bent on verifying Comte’s doc- 
trine. that facts can only be seen 
through a theory. With them experi- 
ence * wasted and history counts for 
naught.” 

As if fo fasten a charge of perverse- 
ness against those who oppose exist- 
ing tariffs, the magazine holds that 
“national prosperity is naught as com- 
pared with the luxuries of a public agi- 
tation against protection, though it 
disrupt the business of the nation and 
substitute bankruptcy, enforced idle- 
ness, tramps and soup houses for busi- 
ness prosperity and national welfare. 
It would almost seem, from their point 
of view, that prosperity is a misfortune 
which must be stopped if the nation 
is to be saved from perdition.”’ 

If there were indeed such a class of 
intolerant free traders in the country 
as the magazine describes, they could 
hardly be guilty of more extravagant 
statements than that which we have 
quoted. The magazine overlooks the 
fact that the American people are es- 
sentially conservative and business- 
like, and that they are not the creat- 
ures of impulse whose actions are de- 
void of common sense or purpose. Free 
government means the right of discus- 
sion of all public questions, and how 
can discussion exist if people be com- 
pelled to accept the statements of doc- 
trinaires, and submit to injustice be- 
cause those interested are opposed 40 
revision? 

Whenever such a people agitate a 
change of law it means that they have 
a substantial grievance. The reme- 
dies proposed may be either inadequate 
or extravagant, that does not enter into 
the discussiop; but that there is a 
grievance demanding remedy is beyond 
dispute. 

These people understand full well 
that as long as the government has 
to raise almost $800,000,000 annually 
free trade is an impossibility, and 
hence they would not be guilty of ask- 
ing for the impossible. But there ex- 
ists, as stated before, a grievance, and 
as long as it remains upon the statute 
books there will be agitations for its 
repeal or revision. 

The people of the country do not ob- 
ject to the tariff because they know it 
is a necessity which they cannot es- 
cape, but they do object to the abuses 
which have crept into the tariff and 
which a few favored individuals are 
doing their best to retain therein. They 
call for a revision in order that abuses 
may be culled and inequalities re- 
moved, so that the tariff law shall fall 
in its operation as nearly equal as pos- 
sible upon every industry and in every 
section. If the national tariff law was 
drawn up for the sole purpose of rais- 


ing revenue for the government and‘ 


was based, like other forms of taxation. 
without discrimination for or against 
industries or individuals, there would 
be comparatively no complaint. As it 
is we have a tariff the iron schedules 
of which are made in the interest of 
but half a dozen individuals. With 
the protection thus afforded, these 
men hold up the prices of iron goods

States while the benefit of low prices 
is given to those abroad. ‘Thus we 
see a law having for its ostensible ob- 
ject the upbuilding of American cit- 
izéns converted into an agency to 
squeeze their pockets, and resulting in 
the benefit of lower prices to the man 
living in France, in England. in Afri- 
ca or almost anywhere so that he is 
not an American citizen, 

This is but a sample of the man- 
ner in which the tariff law now in ex- 
istence is manipulated. It is fair to 
say that the tariff laws of previous ad- 
ministrations are al] open to the same 
general charge. Whenever the time 
shall come that the federal govern- 
ment will act for the benefit of the 
whole people without making itself the 
foster father of private énterprises, it 
will be found that ‘‘the mania for tariff 
agitation” will have subsided, and that 
the people will be as well reconciled to 
the tariff schedules as they are now to 
the ordinary taxes. But as long as 
the abuse exists the agitation will be 
kept up to the discomfort, probably, of 
the few individuals who have been 
amassing wealth by virtue of their 
back door entrance to the discussions 
of the tariff committees. 


‘Ladies.Can Have Their Beer. 


The women of Colorado, having 
started out in the assertion of their 
unfversal rights, have at last secured 
a victory the importance of which will 
crown all the rest. At last the period 
has arrived when women have the 
Same privileges as men, of enterin 
wine rooms and restaurants and call- 
ing for any kind of drink they wish. 

The obtaining of this right came up 
rather unexpectedly, but now that it is 
a fact the ladies can step in and “or- 
der their beer and whisky just the 
same as men.” 

In his decision conferring this right 
upon the sex the judge declared that 
“any enactment relative to the sale of 
liquor whereby a woman is prohibitéd 
from purchasing liquors under the 
same circumstances that a man is, is in 
violation of her rights under the equal 
suffrage constitutional provision, and 
is in violation to the right given a 
saloon keeper to sell to a woman as 
well as to a man. By that last act,” 
the judge wisely declares, “the last 
vestige of inequalities between man 
and woman under the laws of the state 
of Colorado was swept away.” 

It is a singular coincidence that the 
first effect of woman suffrage in the 
new state has been to opén the bar- 
rooms to the fair voters instead of 
closing them. 


Life in Georgia. 

That was a remarkable celebration 
in the neighboring town of Fairburn 
in which Rev. T. N. Rhodes celebrated 
his eightieth birthday. 

We are told that there gathered 
around the venerable patriarch de- 
scendants to the fourth and fifth gen- 
eration, who came from distant points 
to honor their ancestor. To review 
such a life, covering a period of eighty 
years, would be an epitome of the trials 
and the joys of human existence. For 
over fifty years a preacher of the gos- 
pel, Mr. Rhodes has been a leader of 
men. While he has never sought the 
intoxicating experience of sensational- 
ism, he has gone his quiet way, com- 
forting the afflicted, sweetening the 
cup held to many fevered lips and 
making the world better for his hum- 
ble ministrations. He has seen thou- 
sands pass before him over the great 
river and has wafted his blessings to 
them. He still lingers as a patriarch 
to tell the Youth of the land how 
blessed are the privileges of old age, 
when white hairs are the crown of an 
honored life. 

And such scenes are to be witnessed 
in every part of Georgia—stalwart men 
who pierced the original forest, who 
have helped in. clearing the way for 
the happy homes of after years and 
whose sturdiness of character should 
remain a lesson for all time to come. 


The General’s Reminiscence. 


While General Gomez was receiving 
a party of friends in New York city 
he could not help the temptation of 
exclaiming, “It’s very different this 
time from my first visit to New York.” 

Seeing that his words created inter- 
est, he continued: 

When I first came to New York I was 
unknown, unheeded. The cause of Cuba 
looked very hopeless. Freedom appeared 
to be far off. I came to enlist the help of 
the American people in our fight for lib- 
erty. I was greatly discoureged. I did 
not seem to make any progress. I walked 
the streets silently and unknown. After 
I had gone back to Cuba to take up arms 
for my beloved country the Americans 
responded and came to our aid. Every- 
thing is changed now. It is all very dif- 
ferent. 

General Gomez is right. There have 
been great changes. The prospect for 
Cuba was dark enough when he paid 
his first visit to this country, but he 
represented a cause dear to American 
hearts, and as soon as the people 
could be aroused there was no doubt 
as to what their decision would be. As 
a resultCuba has escaped from Span- 
ish rule and she is now assured of 
freedom. As to her future relations, 
that must be a matter for time to de- 
velop, but with such wise leadership 
as that which General Gomez is capa- 
ble of giving, a correct conclusion will 
be reached, such as must bring sat- 
isfaction to all who have been con- 
cerned in the freeing of the gallant 
little island.

-New Haven, June 3.-The World: “I 
am proud to be kriownm as a Greek, but 
in truth I am not one,” said Constantine 
Demeter Stephanove, the young Yale man 
who, after seven years’ work, has taken 
a degree of Master of Arts from Yale, 
supporting himself by working a’ a con- 
ductor on.a trolley car. “I am a Mace- 
donian. I come from the Uttle town of 
Bansko. And it is‘ my ambition when I 
have secured my education. to return to 
my native land, where there is great need 
of teachers such as this country can pro- 
duce.”’ 
‘ A World reporter called on Stephanove 
in his room, which for a long time has 
served him as a study, bedroom and 
sometimes dining room. It is about eight 
feet by ten, and about the walls are the 
books which have been Stephanove’s al- 
*most constant companions when. he has 
not been collecting fares from the patrons 
of the Fair Haven and Westville rail- 
road. 9 en 

“The hardest- work I have done was 
not in college. I left my home when I 
was sixteen. My mother did not wish me 
to come, but I was fired with an ambition 
to help my native land, and I saw that 
education was the first necessity of my 
people. J 

“I came to this country and went up 
into Canterbury, Conn., where I secured 
work on a farm. There I saw some of 
the hardest work I have ever done. I 
milked ten cows night and morning. and 
was busy from thé time I arose at day- 
light until dusk. 

“‘Here I learne@ the language, and then 
I went to the preparatory school at Mon- 
son, Mass. | 

“I graduated from the Monson acad- 
emy in 1895 and came at once to Yale, 
where I began mv studies. I waited on 
the table for a living during the first 
year or two and later secured work on 
the trolley. 

“I don’t suppose half my classmates 
fiey sav I was a trolley conductor unless 
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ey saw me, and many of the professors 
Mould be surprised to hear of it, I am 
‘sure. And I doubt very. much if many 
of my trolley friends knew that I was 
in Yale until they read of it recently. 

“On my graduation in 1899 I was still 
dissatisfied with my education, and de- 
termined to keep on. Now that I have 
secured my degree and can speak the 
language fairly well, I intend to comblete 
the work in Germany, starting next fall. 

**You may think it strange. but I have 
found five hours a day sufficient sleep. 
Eminent scientists say that we get the 
real rest in the first few hours of sleep, 
and while eight hours may be conducive 
to longevity, I have found five sufficient. 

“I have been on what is known as the 
‘owl’ car, which runs all night after all 
the other cars have stopped. I had to 
go on duty at midnight and work until 
7:30 in the morning. After my day at 
college I would come home between 6 
and 7 o’clock in the evening and allow 
nothing to interfere with my going to 
bed. Then I would sleep until nearly 
midnight, when I would get up, get my 
bite to eat and be off for my car. We 
usually made half a dozen trips at night 
and I have seen all sorts of people. 

‘In the morning when I finjshed I would 
continue my studies, which I had partly 
completed the afternoon previous, and 
get ready for the classroom. I have given 
all my time to work and study; my exer- 
cise and recreation I obtained on the 
trolley. 

“T shall continue to work here this 
summer and then I will go to Berlin to 
take a course in civil law, which will 
fit me for work among the Macedo- 
nians.”’ 3 


Constant Traction Scandals. 

Chicago Tribune: Whether the effect be to 
accredit public ownership or .not, it is in 
point, apropos of the current traction steals 
in Pennsylvania, to take a look backward over 
the history of street railway grants in this 
country and to note the scandalous character 
of that history. Though concerned with the 
most urgent necessity of present day urban 
development, such grants have come to be a 
synonym for public debauchery, and their sto- 
ry during the forty years since they began 
generally to be made is, from start to finish, 
blackened and characterized by corrupt deals 
between ‘‘elected persons’’ and promoters. 

The first grant of the sort in Baltimore, for 
example, made in 1859, was the subject of 
public scandal, protesting mass meetings and 
a bitter and diversified but fruitless contest 
which was carried even to the legislature, 
Half a dozen years later the Illinois legislature 
passed against public protest and over Gover- 
nor Oglesby’s veto, the ninety-nine year act. 
In 1884 the Broadway grant was secured by 
bribing twenty-two out of the twenty-four 
members of the New York board of alder- 
men with a fund of $750,000. Some of the 
culprits were imprisoned; then prosecutions 
ceased, 

In 1895 the Buffalo city council passed and 
the mayor approved a five-cent fare ordinance 
for sixty-six miles of new lines in the face cf 
an offer of a_ three-tickets-for-ten-cents rate 
for the same lines on terms approximately the 
same in other respects, and the grant was 
“fought In the courts’’ by cktizens to no pur- 
pose, A year or two later the Ohio legisla- 
ture passed the notorious fifty-year extension 
law for all the Cincinnat! street railways, In 
1898 and 1899 the Missouri legislature and 
the St, Louls city council fastened upon that 
city an unregulated five-cent fare street rall- 
way monopoly for something like forty years, 
and the people were so inured to being ‘‘sold 
out’’ in such matters that they simply re- 
mained utterly apathetic. 

In the spring of 1899 the Indiana legisila- 
ture and the Indidnapolis city council imposed 
upon the latter city a thirty-five-year street 
car monopoly, against which public protest 
was raised in vain. In the following Decem- 
ber a similar event took place tn Milwaukee, 
except that the deflant—though ineffective— 
mass meetings were peculiarly numerous and 
prolonged. A few months ago the Columbus 
city council granted an extension of street 
railway privileges with a four-cent fare in the 
face of a reliable offer of three-cent fares, 
and the subsequent mayoralty election regis- 
tered popular resentment, which was only as 
helpless as it was pronounced. 

Now come the governor and legislature of 
Pennsylvania, with the mayor and city coun- 
cil of Philadelphia, and perpetuate upon the 
people of that city a steal the minimum 
money*“import of which was fixed by Mr, Wan- 
amaker’s rejected offer of $2,500,000, while 
its real money value is not even approximately 
known by the public. Other Pennsylvania cit- 
les are also scheduled for the consummation 
of similar steals in the immediate future, 

The long story, of which these are typical 
incidents, is nauseating and exasperating be- 
yond degree, and even where there has been 
sufficient resistance to prevent such events, 
the results have been chiefly negative and 
empty. In this city, for example, public au- 
thority is today foiled and baffled in the just 
effort to obtain proper transportation from 
car companies, which assem that they hold 
an impregnable position, 

Does it all mean that to insure public honor 
from constant or periodic debauchery and to 
prevent public needs from being exploited in- 
stead of supplied, rapid transit must be mu- 
nicipalized in American cities as it is being 
municipalized so rapidly in British cities? 
The actual situation is at least intolerable, 
and one of its bulwarks—confidently presumed 
upon by recreant companies—is popular fear 
of experimenjg which have proved distinctly 
successful in British cities. That such fear 
should be availed of a protection for cor- 
porate insolence is shameful and should not 
be possible,

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ALBERT L. JOHNSON 
A VICTIM OF THE SUN 

New York Sun: Albert L. Johnson, the 
street railroad promoter and brother of 
Mayor Tom Johnson, of . Cleveland, 
Ohio, died at 10:15 o’clock Mst night at 
his Italian palace on the‘ Shore Road, 
Fort Hamilton. He had been suffering 
for three weeks from heart disease and 
the extreme heat of the last three days 
was more than enough to offset any 
chances of recovery that there might 
have been. 

His mother, his brother Tom and his 
four children and two physicians were 
with him wuen he died. The physicians 
were Dr. Philip G. Brown, of Fort Ham- 
ilton, the family physician, and Pr. J. C. 
McCorkle, of 149 Clinton street, Brook- 
lyn, who was called in consultation late 
yesterday afternoon. 

Albert L. Johnson was born in Ken- 
tucky about forty years ago. Whatever 
of wealth he and his more famous broth- 
er, Tom L., now mayor of Cleveland, ac- 
cumulated they made by their own ex- 
ertions. 

Al Johnson, as he was familiarly called, 
was connected with street car companies 
almost from the time he began to earn a 
living. His first connection with a sur- 
face railroad was when he got a job as 
a car driver on one of the lines in Louis- 
ville. Tom Johnson already had a better 
job in the same company. 

After a few years Tom went to Cleve- 
land, got a franchise for a stree: rail- 
road line and built it. Albert followed 
and got a better job than that vf car 
driver. 2 

It was not many years oefore Tom 
Johnson owned all the street car lines 
in Cleveland worth owning. he put his 
brother into everything in which he was 
interested. Tom Johnson became a mil- 
lionaire. Al Johnson was estimated to be 
worth several hundred thousand. Tom 
Johnson came east to look for more sur- 
face roads. He went to Brooklyn and 
thought he saw a chance to make some 
money. 

The late Deacon William Richardson 
was then president of the Atlantic Ave- 
nue Railroad Company. He wanted to 
extend his line by building a cable road 
in Park avenue, eastern, district. 

Tom Johnson heard about it and told 
Richardson about his girder rail and pat- 
ent welding machine for putting down 
the track. Richardson gave him the con- 
tract to build the road and «om sert for 
Al. They built the road and got into liti- 
gation with the Broadway Railroad Com- 
pany, which was finally settled. 

Following their work on the Park Ave- 
nue line the Johnson brothers became in- 
terested in the Nassau Railroad Com- 
pany, through P. H. Flynn, a politician 
of Brooklyn, who was president of the 
company. 

The Hon. Michael J. Coffey was then 
a member of the Brvoklyn board of al- 
dermen. He got through the board a res- 
olution which gave the Nassau company 
the right to build surface lines on all 
the streets of Brooklyn not occupied by 
other roads. 

The Johnson brothers liked that kind 
of a franchise and agreed to build the 
lines. 

They soon controlled the Nassau lines 
and then sold them to the Brooklyn Rap- 
id Transit system. Tom then ceased to 
be an active railroad factor in the east, 
but Albert remained here. He got the 
credit for féstering the strike of the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit employees two 
vears ago. In the meantime he became 
interested in surface railroads in Penn- 
sylvania and at the time of his death 
owned the controlling interest, with his 
brother, in the surface lines in sixty-six 
Pennsylvania towns. 

Last winter he came forward with a 
scheme to reduce the street car fares in 
Philadelphia to 3 cents and connect Phil- 
adelphia and New York by trolley lines 
and carry passengers between the two 
points for 50 cents. This was all con- 
tingent upon getting a franchise in Phil- 
adelphia like that which the Nassau hine 
got in Brooklyn. 

He wanted the Philadelphia aldermen 
to give him all the streets of the city, 
about one hundred and seventy-five miles 
in all, which, were not occupied by other 
lines. 

He didn’t get the franchise and then 
he proposed to the Rapid Transit com- 
mission here to connect Brooklyn and 
Staten island by a tunnel and then con- 
nect that tunnel with the one now build- 
ing in Manhattan. 

His attacks upon the plans of the Rap- 
id Transit commission did not alter their 
plans, but he was credited with helping 
to kill the Rapid Transit amendment 
act at Albany. Three-cent fares, the 
‘single tax, public ownership of trans- 
portation lines and, until public owner- 
ship comes, as large a share of the pri- 
vate ownership as can be got have been 
among the slogans of the Johnsons. 

Al Johnson was a big man, standing 
over six feet and weighing something 
more than two hundred pounds. His size 
came in for some discussion just after 
Tom was elected Mayor of Cleveland last 
spring. 

Senator Hanna, speaking avout the 
election remark credited to Johnson, said 
Johnson was a liar and .wvwat he (Hanna) 
would tell him so the next time he saw 
him. The two never came to blows. Al 
Johnson said he had never made the of- 
fensive remark and the two men met cor- 
dially enough thereafter. 


SHE RETURNED TO HER 
HOME TO DIE 


Kansas City Times: Edward Winters, 
a wealthy farmer living in Wyandotte 
county. on the line of the Northwestern 
railway, was fh Kansas City yestenday to 
arrange for the funeral of his daughter, 
Julia, twenty-six years of age, who died 
last Saturday of consumption. 

Connected with the death of this farm- 
er’s daughter is a story that only the 
books of fiction can surpass. Three years 
ago Winters, with his family of five, the 
eldest of the children being his daughter, 
Julia, went to Kansas City to view the 
Priests of Pallas parade. During the 
evening Julia formed an acquaintance 
with “Dick” Elliott, who gained the con- 
sent of her parents to take a walk with 
their daughter. 

Mr. Winters says they were together 
but a short time, but Elliott won the con- 
fidence of his daughter to the extent of 
her promising to run away with him, 
which she did the following week. She 
left a letter addressed to her parents, 
saying that she was going to Kansas City 
to meet ‘“‘Dick,’’ and that they were to 
be married, The mother and father were 
heart-broken over the affair, as the girl, 
previous to that time, had never done 
anything contrary to their wishes, 

Several days after Julia had left home 
a letter was received from Denver, saying 
she was married and happy. This was 
the last they heard from her up to three 
weeks ago, when a message was received 
esking her father to be at the station to 
meet the southbound train. 

When the train pulled into the station 
the father eagerly scanned the faces of 
the few people who alighted, but could 
see none that looked like his daughter, 
amd was ready to turn homeward, when 
he was approached by a woman who was 
hardly able to walk. She was pale and 
thin. When she came near him she said, 
“Father, don’t you know me?’ It was 
kis daughter, but not his child of three 
years ago. She then told a tale of dc- 
sertion by her husband, days of hunger 
and sleepiess nights, no home, no friends. 
She had worked from place to place, and 
at Jast, when taken sick from exposure, 
sie appliexi to the hospital for admission.

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|CUBAN PRISON CONDITIONS. ~ 


FRAUGHT WITH HORRORS 


Havana, June 28.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.)—In the recent municipal elections 
among the candidates for the post of al- 
calde of Havana figured Senor Garcia y 
Valdes, prison inspector for the island of 
Cuba. Had the election terminated in Se- 
nor Garcia's favor and he had made as 
good an alcalde ag he has a prison in- 
spector, his record would have been one 
to be proud of. The name of Garcia 
suggests the prison system of the island 
before and after the American occupa- 
tion, a decided difference. 

The administration and conduct of the 
prisons was one of the worgt features 
of the local government of Cuba. When 
the United States assumed control of the 
island the prisons were found without 
proper sanitary arrangements, without 
proper appliances for cooking, lighting 
and ventilation; in short, they were noth- 
ing more or less than mediaeval prison 
houses with all the horrors of the past 
system thrown into strong relief by the 
searchlight of modern progress. I won- 
der what the prison reform associations 
would say if they could see a prison as it 
existed here prior to 1899. There was no 
System at all looking toward the reforma- 
tion of the inmates, the sole purpose be- 
ing to punish, never to correct. Records 
were imperfectly kept. Prisoners await- 
ing trial in many cases had no idea of the 
charges under which they were held or 
the date of trial. They had no means of 
procuring witnesses, and often were held 
months awaiting trial to be finally dis- 
chargéd for lack of evidence. In the 
meantime their small plantations would 
have been ruined and their families scat- 
tered. 

In Havana conditiors existing in Jan- 
uar~’, 1900, were of such a character as to 
Warrant summary action in connection 
with the Carcel. One of the first things 
General Wood undertook on assuming 
command as military governor of the 
island was to visit the prisons and insti- 
gate immediate reform. He began with 
the Carcel and Presidio in Havana, these 
institutions occupying two blocks on the 
Prado in Havana, near the water front, 
with very fair sized grounds in the rear. 
The outside presents an imposing ap- 
pearance, giving the effect of light and 
ventilation, but once within and a 
shocking condition of affairs met the eye. 
The sanitation was horrible, the arrange- 
ments being of the most primitive kind 
and the drains emptying into an open 
ditch in the court yard, the contents fes- 
tering in the tropical sun, only to be car- 
ried off by means of an abnormal rain- 
fall. The prisoners were without ham- 
mocks or cots, in many Instances with- 
out blankets or other suitable bedding. 
The cooking arrangements were simply 
immense pots set in masonry, and in 
these the cooking was done, not only 
for this institution, but for the San Jose 
correctional school and Lasa de Recoji- 
das, Or women’s prison, situated In a dis- 
tant part of the city. Of course, prison 
fare, unpalatable at best, was not im- 
proved by being served cold. No inmate 
in the outside prisons ever had so much 
as a hot cup of coffee. So far as public 
intergst went there was absolutely none 
in these institutions or their proper con- 
duct. Mr. Carlton Lewis made an in- 
spection of the Carcel in the latter part 
of 1899 and found [ft iw such a condition 
as to warrant a report Which would seem 
extreme had not one seen the existing 
conditions which were only too correctly 
set forth in his report. In Recojidas [ 
learned from the board of pardons that 
they found the women and girl inmates 
witheut proper bedding, without cots and 
without sufficient clothings to appear be- 
fore the board. They were suffering 
physically and Hving in an atmosphere 
productive of much bodily and spiritual 
demoralization.. The same was true of 
the so-called correctional school for boys, 
San Jose asylum. 

Board of Pardon Named. 

One of the first official acts of General 
Wood was to form a board of pardons 
to investigate the cases in the numerous 
prisons of the’island, a herculean task, 
for the prisons were very full, and for 
the lack of proper records investigation 
was & difficult undertaking. It was very 
easy to cause the arrest of a man or 
woman; making a simple charge was 
sufficient to cause one to be held for an 
indefinite time. In more than one in- 
stance, rather in hundreds, a party was 
found herded with criminals against 
whom some one had laid a petty charge, 
and once within prison walls it seemed 
almost impossible to secure even the 
semblance of justice. I remember in par- 
ticular the pitiful case of a young girl 
not seventeen years of age in Les Recoji- 
das who had been imprisoned for eleven 
months, charged with theft, but no in- 
vestigation had been made of the charge. 
no date set for trial, and the policeman 
who made the arrest stated that the girl 
had borne a good character and the 
charge was a very indefinite one. In 
numberless instances the prisoners had 
served ten times the length of the sen- 
tence which would have been imposed 
for the offense, had a trial been had. 

With the appointment of tue board of 
pardons and an inspector of prisons im- 
mediate steps were taken to promote re- 
form. Beginning with the Carcel, in Ha- 
vana, modern cooking arrangements were 
put in operation, likewise proper sani- 
tation, sanitary closets, sewers, ete. A 
steam kitchen, steam laundry and other 
additional sanitary improvements which 
were possible in an old and badly con- 
structed building were put in. Recojidas 
was also thoroughly overhauled, put in 
good repair, a kitchen put in, also mod- 
ern plumbing. The inmates were sup- 
plied with proper bedding, proper cloth- 
ing and put to work. This prison is now 
a model of neatness, the inmates well 
qlothed, clean and industrious. The board 
f pardons likewise kept stéadily at work. 
Sach case, beginning with those of the 
most distant dates, was thoroughly con- 
sidered, a summary of the facts given 
and the recommendation of the board ap- 
pended. These points were then submit- 


ted to the secretary of justice for approv- 
al, from whom the matter was transmit- 
ted to the military governor for his sig- 
nature. Hundreds of prisoners in Ha- 
vana were pardoned and many others re- 
ceived commutation of sentence. It was 
rather shocking to a foreigner to note 
the vast number of prisoners charged 
with murder, and with these cases the 
board of pardon could do nothing after 
finding the charges were well founded, 
beyond recommending a speedy trial. 
The number of women charged with mur- 
der was proportionately larger than of 
men, and it would not be uninteresting to 
note that the time-honored custom of 
doing to death by stabbing was the gen- 
eral method among this class of -hetero- 
geneous nationality, firearms not being, 
aS a rule, employed. When one goes 
about the city now and sees the motley 
display of wicked looking knives on sale 
the fondness of the people for this mode 
of warfare is realized. [t is a rare thing 
to make an arrest without finding some 
one of these silent weapons concealed 
about the captive, from the two-edged 
machete to the toy dagger, though the 
Spanish knife seems the most effective, 
this being a heavy clasp knife with a 
long blade, but as the blade is sprung 
it gives a warning whirr, not unlike the 
noise of a ratNesnake, so that it is rather 
a decent weapon after all. This is per- 
tinent to the subject in hand. 
Refcrms Were Welcomed. 

It is to be noted that in the main prison 
officials welcomed the reforms and in 
genera] lent their hearty assistance. The 
warden of the Presidio at Havana (the 
penitentiary), General Montalvo, is a 
young man of energy, marked ability and 
progressive ideas. He has for a year and 
a half now maintained an excellent sys- 
tem of discipline, has the buildings and 
grounds in thorough order and very 
clean, keeps his records up to date, and 
has shown himself a man well fitted for 
the position. For the purpose of conduct- 
ing the Presidio in accordance with mod- 
ern ideas a new set of rules and regula- 
tions, based largely upon those of Joliet 
and Leavenworth, were drawn up by 
General Montalvo and Lieutenant M. E. 
Hanna, one of General Wood's aides. 
These have been in effect for many 
months with marked benefit. 

The prison system of the island con- 
sisted of the Presidio or penitentiary, in 
Havana, and a provincial prison at the 
capital of each one of the six provinces, 
with district prisons in each judicial dis- 
trict. The provincial prisons in Havana, 
Pinar del Rio, Matanzas, Santa Clara, 
Puerto Principe and Santiago are com- 
paratively large prisons, their object, be- 
ing to retain the prisoners within the 
walls. Except to prevent escape there 
were no regulations or discipline. Pris- 
oners were allowed to have food sent in 
pretty much at will. The prison rooms 
were filled with all sorts of articles— 
reading matter, mess outfits, special ar- 
ticles of food. Convicts of sufficient 
means were allowed to have separate 
rooms, supplying themselves with what- 
ever luxuries they could purchase. In 
these were found all classes of cases, 
men serving sentences of many years’ 
duration, as well as men awaiting trial. 
Hiardened criminals and boys awaiting 
trial were found in the same general 
rooms. Very few of the persons arrest- 
ed were able to furnish bail, and many 
of them from remote points were unable 
to communicate with their witnesses. 
The, judicial authorities were thoroughly 
inactive in procuring witnesses and 
bringing cases to trial. The result of all 
these conditions was that as a rule the 
jails were full. Abuses of all sorts ex- 
isted. In the remote interior towns the 
prison was usually without supplies; 
prisoners liféd mostft’ Ufibdn ‘food furnish- 
ed by their friends, and were without 
knowledge of what was to be done in 
their cases and without lawyers assignu- 
ed to defend them. 

Cleaning and Repairs. 

General orders were issued to the end 
that prisoners might be kept under as 
close supervision as possible, requiring alt 
prisoners serving sentences of more than 


six months to be removed from the dis- 
trict jafls and transferred to the provin- 
cial prison at the capital of the vrovince, 
where they could be under the immediate 
supervision of the provincial suthorities 
as well as the military authorities of the 
island. Besides a thorough cieaning, all 
the prisons have béen put in complete 
repair, in many instances amounting to 
almost entire reconstruction. Wherever 
possible, bathing facilities have been fur- 
nished and the condition of ventilation in 
all cases improved. The result is that 
at the present time. while the condition 
Lof the prisons is not what it ought to 
be, not being, any of them, model prisons, 
still there is no unnecessary suffering, jit- 
tle if any improper detention, and the 
condition of sanitary affairs is good. Fre- 
quent inspection of the prisons and in- 
vestigation of prison records has Lad a 
double effect. It has demonstraced to the 
prisoners that their rights are Leing lock- 
el after and it has shown prison authert- 
ties that they are under close and con- 
stant observation. Complaints of prison- 
ers are promptly investigated, both by 
civil and military officers, in addition to 
the regular inspections of the insjector 
general of prisons, General Garcia. Ap- 
plications for pardon, reduction of sen- 
tence, etc., are submitted to the judge ad- 
vocate of the division, who is ‘ikewige a 
member of a board for investigating re- 
quests of this character. The work of 
this board has been beneficial] and has fa- 
cilitated in a marked degree the adminis- 
tration of justice. The courts are gradu- 
ally becoming more efficient and trials 
more prompt. 

Funds for the maintenance of the pris- 
ons are furnished by the state on prison 
estimates regularly prepared and submit- 
ted to the paymaster of the department of 
finance. Salaries are promptiyv id as 
well as expenses for supplies and mate- 
rial. In short, the task of prison reform 
which was appalling in the beginning of 
1900, has been faithfully executed and the 
prison department is rapidly becoming a 
well organized and well conducted brarch 
of the government.

Committee Wil Mee Today To 
“Arrange the List 


TOTAL AMOUNTS TO $6,000 


Extensive Improvements Being 
Made at the Coliseum, and the 
s Coming Horse Show Will 
Be One of the Greatest 
Ever Seen. 


There will be a meeting of the horse 
show committee at 2:30 o’clock today in 
the office of Secretary T. H. Martin to 
settle definitely the matter of prizes for 
the coming display iu the fall.

Besides adding $2,000 to 
the prize list. the cummittee, based on 
the experience of last year, will change 
some of the classes, and vill add some 
new classes to the list with the cbject cf 
making the display the most complete in 
detail and the most interesting in special 
features that has ever Deen seen cutside 
of New York city. 

Though’ the horse show will not take 
place until the last week of the Imer- 
state fair in October, Secretary Martin 
has already received numerous letters 
with regard to entries that may be made 
and has been called ou for much informa- 
tion relating to the show. 

The coliseum at Piedmont vark, which 
will be used for the purpose of the horse 
show. is being femodeled, and when the 
work upon it complete it will be one 
of the most magnificent buildings for a 
horse show to be found in the United 
States. The dome will be twenty-five feet 
higher than that of Madison Square gar- 
den, in New York, and the arena will 
be a third again as large. affording most 
ample space for the display tinat will be 
made. There will be 600 or more entries

The seating capacity in the coliseum 
will be more than 5,000. The boxes and 
reserved seats will hold 2,00 and the 
general admission seats as many more.

It is expected that all of the arrange- 
ments will be completed within two 
months, at which time it is understood 
the horse show committee will give a 
public reception at the coliseum with a 
bright musical programme.

SEASON IS NEAR ITS HEIGHT

the State. 


President John M. Egan, of the Central 
of Georgia Railway Company, was in the 
city yesterday on business, and during 
the day saw Comptroller Genera] W. A.

President Egan is most interested in the 
fruit situation and the progress of the 
crop just at present. 

‘It is most gratifying to me to note tne 
improvement in the crop. situation 
throughout the state during the last ten 
days,’’ said he. “W hergver 1 have been 
I have seen signs of a most marked im- 
provement. The advantageous change in 
the weather has had much to do with 
this, and the farmers have been at work 
energetically to clear their crops of grass 
end weeds. The crops everywhere are 
leoking fine at the present time.” 

Speaking of the fruit situation President 
Egan said that the heavy movement of 
peaches was just beginning end would 
reach its height Bome time next week. 

“We are moving now from the peach 
district on the Southwestern division 
around Fort Valley and Marshallville 
from sixteen to twenty cars aday,” he 
gaid, “and this number will inctfease 
every day for the next week or ten days. 
If the weather is favorable for that pe- 
riod somé splendid fruit will be shipped 
and the crop will] prove a very profitable 
one, though it is somewhat smaller than 
was expected. I estimate that alto 
gether we will handle about 1,4% cars this 
season. It was expected that the yield 
mould be much larger, but the cold weath- 
er and other causes cut the crop rather 
short.’’ 

President Egap sees evidences af a 
prosperous feeling in the heavy travel 
from the south to the north at this time. 
The vessels of the Ocean Steamship line 
from Savannah are going to New York 
crowded to their capacity on every trip.

INSANE, DYING WOMAN (MAYOR WRITES 
CAST UPON THE POLICE 


Neither Asylum Nor Almshouse 
Wil Give Shelter to Con- 
cha Balapuar 


SHE FEARS POISOK 
AND WILL NOT EAT 


Chief of Police in a Quandary What 
To Do with Her—Mother Says 
the Law Must Look After 
Her Daughter. 


Dying from starvation for fear of being 
poisoned, rejected as a lawful patient 
from the state lunatic asylum, prohibited 
from entering the county almshouse, the 
doors of her home closed against her, 
Concha Balaguar, an unfortum¥e young 
woman whose mind is unbalancy) is held 
by the police authorities beca’4 human- 
ity and the public welfare demand that 
she be kept off the street. ; 

The story of the woman’s dementia and 
of her homeless condition is pitiful in 
the extreme. The police are asking: 
*‘What shall be done with her?’ And it 
looks as if nothing save death will an- 
swer the question, for the poor creature 
will have but a iittle- while longer to 
face a pitiless world if she persists in her 
determination not to eat anything. 

Six months ago Mrs. H. N. Balaguar 
came to Atlanta from Waynesboro, §S. C., 
and rented qa house at No. 77 Windsor 
street. where she lived with her daugh- 
ters. one of whom was Concha. 

About six weeks ago Concha Balaguar, 
who is about twenty-five years of age, 
ran away from home and was taken in 
charge by the police. Her mind was giv- 
ing away, but the fact was not known at 
that time. She was sent to the Taberna- 
cle Baptist home and from there was 
taken to the hospital for incurables. Her 
dementia became worse and she imagined 
that everybody was trying to poison her. 
Becoming dangerous she was transferred 
to the police barracks about a week ago. 

Yesterday afternoon the woman was 
taken before the ordinary on a writ of 
lunacy. Her mother and sister were pres- 
ent. The ordinary ascertained that she 
had not resided in the state for three 
years and he announced that he could not 
commit her to the asylum. 

Her Mother Afraid of Hea 

Mrs, Balaguar became almost hyster- 
ical, exclaiming that the law would have 
to look after her daughter. 

“She has run away from home three 
times,’’ said Mrs, Balaguar, ‘‘and she has 
tried to murder us. The law must take 
care of her."* 

Concha talked with her mother in a 
very quiet tone, but the replies she re- 
ceived were from an excited and nervous 
mother. 

As soon as the ordinary made his an- 
nouncement, the chief of police took steps 
to have the woman sent to the county 
almshouse. Some of the county commis- 
sioners heard of this and objected on the 
ground that the almshouse was not an 
asylum for lunatics. The result was that 
the almshouse doors were closed against 
her and the @olice had to once more take 
her in charge. 

Chief Ball is in a quandary. He says 

he does not see how the woman can re- 
main indefinitely in the city prisch. 
» ‘We have no place for such cases,” 
said the chief, ‘‘and besides the woman is 
slowly starving herself to death. I don’t 
know what is to be done. It does seem 
to me that some sort of provision ought 
to be made for such people who are re- 
fused at the insane asylum and at the 
almshouse on technicalities.’’ 


She Will Die of Starvation. 


The police matron stated last night to 
a renorter of The Constitution that the 
case was truly a pitiful one. 

‘“‘Miss Balaguar has been here over a 
week,’’ said the matron, ‘‘and during that 
time she has not. eaten a mouthful of 
food. She drank a small cup of coffee a 
few days ago. The poor woman imagines 
that everybody is trying to poison her 
and that is the reason she will not par- 
take of food. She seems to be a very nice 
young woman and when in her st@: mo- 
ments talks like a person of education 
and good raising. I have done all [I could 
for her, often sitting up with her whole 
nights at a time, but, as the chief says, 
she cannot stay here always. If some- 
thing is not done for her and done very 
soon she wh] die of starvation.’’ 

Chief Ball will make other efforts to 
have the woman taken care of by some 
charitable institution, but §e does not 
think he will succeed, as she is at times 
a dangerous maniac,

VETO MESSAGE 
Disapproves Resolution Relating to 
Tech Students. 

COUNCIL !S NOT CONCERNED 


Mayor Says It Has Nothing To Do 
with the Matter.

LAW WOULD BE  UNCONSTITUTIONAL 


Resolutions Will Go to Council with 
Mayor’s Disapproval at Next 
Meeting. 


Mayor Livingston Mims yesterday hand- 
ed down his veto message of the resolu- 
tions passed by council condemning the 
students of the Technological school for 
taking the places of the striking ma- 
chinists in the Southern railway shops 
and calling upon the legislature to pass 
some law to prevent such action in the 
future. 

Mayor Mims announced. several days 
ago that he would veto the resolutions 
and gave his reasons at the time, stating 
that he thought the matter one with 
which council had nothing to do, and that 
it would be unconstitutional to pass any 
law which would interfere with the lib- 
erty of the citizen to the extent pro- 
posed. 

The mayor’s veto message is as fol- 
lows: 

“To the General Council of the City of 
Atlanta, Ga.--Gentlemen: I regret ex- 
tremely the adoption by your honorable 
body of the accompanying resolutions 
and the necessity they impose on.me to 
return them with expression of my dis- 
approval. 

‘“T think the council can do nothing in 
the matter and the question involved In 
the resolutions should not have been in- 
troduced in it. To ask of the legislature 
or trustees of the Technological school 
as proposed would be to ask an uncon- 
stitutional act which, it seems to me. 
could not obtain, and to ask it I think 
would be harmful to the excellent socie- 
ties of the Federation of Trades, who, in 
well advised action, have not only the 
support of their own large membership, 
but also of verv many of our best citi- 
zens. 

“Every man has the lawful right to 
leave any service or employment at any 
time he chooses and for any reason of 
his own, and to peaceably induce others 
to join him and effect combinations pro- 
motive of what he conceives his interest, 
and thus are the large and influential 
societies of the various trades and unions 
formed for their common protection 
against what they conceive to be injurious 
or disadvantageous to themselves, and 
in their proper sphere well deserve favor 
and consideration. But the employer, 
too, has rights under:the law: The right 
to employ whom he pleases and on terms 
accepted by the employee, and it is but 
reasonable that he should endeavor to fill 
the place made vacant by him who 
leaves it. 

‘The Technological student in his own 
free time, when not under thé control 
of or in attendance on the Technological 
or any other school, has a right to work 
for whom he pleases and on such terms 
as he chooses. .It would not only be un- 
wise to have any restrictive laws in this 
matter, but as referring only to a particu- 
lar class would, even if passed, be un- 
constitutional. Better far it seems to me 
that this council should let this matter 
alone. Besides, I think the resolutions 
and action of council convey a wrong im- 
pression and one hurtful to the city and 
which its well-known conservatism and 
sense of justice will disapprove. Respect- 
fully, L. MIMS, Mayor.”’ 

The veto message will go to council at 
its meeting a week from next Monday. 
The vote on the resolutions in council 
was 11 to 6, three members not being 
present at the time the matter came up. 

Council’s action on the resolutions, & is 
stated. accomplished all that was desired, 
but it is likely that an effort will be 
made to have the resolutions put through 
again over the mayor's veto.

While there are no immediate indica- 
tions of frost, the pleasing fact remains 
that the hot spell the country has been 
suffering from for the past week is 
broken.

THOUSANDS VISITED RESORT 


Chief Turner Stopped Sale of Beer 
Shartly Afternoon—It Flowed 
Too Freely. 


The Fourth of July celebration at the 
river Thursday proved to be a rough af- 
fair and it was necessary for county po- 
lice and other officers to take a hand to 
preserve order. 

Fighting and drinking was indulged in 
freely and at the conclusion of the day 
four men had been arrested—one of the 
prisoners being locked in the Tower, two 
in the police station and the other giving 
bond. All of the arrested parties were 
white men. The first three were taken 
into custody for being disorderly, while 
the latter, J. W. Reeves, who works on 
Peters street, was charged with carrying 
concealed weapons. 

About 5,000 people visited the resort 
during the day, but despite this large 
gathering, no trouble was manifested 
and the details were passing off smooth- 
ly until 1 o’clock. Chief A. Q. Turner, 
of the county police, believing that a 
large crowd would visit the place, went 
there with two of his men—Policemen 
Chambers and. Dunbar. In addition Bai- 
liff C. D. Buran and Special Officers 
Fleming and Tom English were on hand. 
The Red Men and Odd Fellows gave a 
picnic at the resort and that was re- 
sponsible for the presence of a portion 
of the throng. 

Shortly after noon some liquid, other 
than Chattahoochee water, and after- 
wards learned to have been beer, began 
to flow too freely and then trouble be- 
gan to brew. It was then only a short 
time until a regular ‘‘rough house’’ was 
on and considerable excitement gen- 
erated. 

Intoxicated men became a familiar 
sight about the place and Chief Turner 
realized that something would have to 
be done to relieve the situation. He im- 
mediately went to the stand operated by 
Dr. Fletcher and ordered him to stop the 
sale of beer. The chief was asked if any 
of the beer could be given to the ser- 
vants. His reply was that the beer could 
not be sold or given away. He was de- 
termined and announced that he would 
arrest any parties selling beer. 

Five fights occurred in the space of 
only a few seconds. No knives or pis- 
tols were used and the only weapon 
brought into play was a rock thrown by 
a billigerent. One of the fights was en- 
tirely one-sided. Both men were drunk 
and one applied a long list of epithets 
to the other. There was no effort at re- 
sistance. Finally the man doing the 
cursing stopped short and exclaimed: 

“Well, you have taken all of that, now 
take this.’’ 

And he followed up the words with a 
blow uyder the other man’s chin. By- 
standers caught him and prevented his 
falling to the ground. 

It is stated that Reeves had a fuss 
with a man in the pavilion, but that the 
trouble was amicably settled. It is said 
that he was later seen to place a pistol 
in his pocket, which it is stated was de- 
posited with another person and Officers 
Buran and Fleming were notified. They 
at once placed Reeves under arrest. He 
was bound over under a bond of $100 yes- 
terday afternoon before Justice of the 
Peace Shirley in Cook’s district. 

Two small white boys also joined in 
the celebration by appearing on the 
scene with pistols and a quantity of cart- 
ridges. They indulged in shooting about 
the grounds until they ran afoul of Offi- 
cers Chambers and Dunbar. The two 
policemen took charge of the pistols and 
cartridges and turned the boys over to 
their parents at their homes. 

The big picnic dinner was spread be- 
fore the trouble began and that feature 
and the morning proved delightful. The 
proceedings of the afternoon, however, 
were anything but enjoyable. 

Chief Turner stated yesterday that he 
had received reports from his men to 
the effect that the day was pass@d quiet- 
ly in other sections of the county.

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PLUCKY QUAKER OARSMEN 
BEATEN BY THE LEANDERS 


Henley, July 5.—To the disappointment 
of all the Americans at Henley the Lean- 
der Rowing Club crew this morning 
defeated the crew of the University of 
Pennsylvania in the final heat for the 
grand challenge cup. There was bright 
sunshine, and puffy cross-winds blew 
from the Bucks shore. slightly favoring 
the Leander’s station. The followers 
of the British crew evinced the greatest 
confidence, and Leander money was 
everywhere available, but this confidence 
never exceeded anything beyond even 
money. The Pennsylvanians’ friends 
picked up several hundred pounds, and a 
Philagvelphia occupant of a house-boat is 
saii to have invested £500 im favor of his 
crew. 

Both crews at the start showed no trace 
of nervousness, and were sent away in 
capital style, the Pennsylvaniars rowing 
43 to the minute, and the Leanders row- 


ing 42. At the end of Temple island the 
Americans led by a third of a length. At 


Fawley, the time was 3 miniftes, 25 2-5 sec- 
onds, with the Leanders three feet ahead. 
From there on it,was a splendid struggle, 
out of which the Leanders gained inch 
by tnch. The mile was reached in 5 min- 
utes, 15 seconds, with the Leanders half 
a length ahead, which they increased to 
three-quarters of a length. At fhe Isth- 
mian, the Pennsylvanians made a clesper- 
ate spurt, but it was of no avail, and 
two men weakened perceptibly opposite 
the grand stand. The Leanders won 
by a length in 7 minutes, 4 4-5 seconds. 
“It was a grand race,” said Coach 
Ward, as the Leanders crossed the finish 
line. ‘‘We were simply out-rowed, and 
have no other explanation to make.” 


/ Jt certainly was the best and most 


exciting tussle ever seen at Henley. There 
was scarcely the advantage of three feet 
mm the Leanders’ stations. The cheering for 
the contestants as they struggled for the 
lead was terrific. Even Henley had never 
before heard such wild applause as greet- 
ed the Pennsylvanians and the Leanders 
all along the course, and the cheering 
was delirious from the partisans as the 
latter’s boat crossed the line at the fin- 
ish ahead of the Pennsylvanians. 

The Pernsylvanians reached their boat 
house at 11 o'clock, apparently as fit as 
possible, whtle many of the followers of 
the red and blue showed marks of the 
intense strain of the final minutes. The 
crew stripped, chatted and laughed as 
coolly as though going out for practice. 

The Pennsylvanians excited much inter- 


est. All the prominent English racing 
men took the occasion to shake hands 
with the Americans and tell them they 
rowed a splendid, pkicky race. The 
Americans took .their defeat in a very 
sportsmanlike manner. They offered no 
excuses and talked of trying again. 

Englisn rowing experts all agree that 
the result of today's contest was primari- 
“od a victory for the English style of row- 
ng. 

The prizes were.presented at the grand 
stand, immediately after the regatta. The 
Marquise D'Hautpole, granddaughter of 
one of the founders of the regatta, pre- 
sented the prizes. Colonel Willan made 
a capital speech, in which he paid a 
tribute to the American crew. Cheers 
were then given for the king and the pres- 
ident of the United States, and the regat- 
ta ended. 

Theodore Cook, the Oxford oarsman, 
wrote a description of the race for the 
Associated Press, in which he Says of 
the ‘crisis in the contest when Leander 
drew up even with Pennsylvania: 

“It was a splendid sight to see the 
American “"— refuse to let the Leanders 
up. They § slashed their big blades 
through the. water and put in all the 
Devenoont’ ten me Crowther and 

eing especially 

the boat fairly” rushed vider thon ae 
forts. Still the Leanders stayed’ where 
they were. It was no farther forward 
but it was no farther back, and everv 
man was swinging right up to his work, 
as. elastic and free as the start. And 
now that long swing began to tell, but 
only by inches and it was but two feet 
advantage at that that the Englishmen 
had as both boats passed the half way 
post in three minutes, twenty-five sec- 
onds. 

“Gardiner, the Pennsylvania. stroke, 
then put on a magnificent spurt and 
worked his crew up to 42, but they could 
not do it. 

“The Leanders only lengthened out, at 


| a slower rate of stroking, and went far- 
| ther away at every stroke. 


They were 
half a length ahead as the mile was 
finished. 

‘‘Never have I heard such frantic and 
continuous cheering as _ greeted both 
crews while they raced down that bril- 
liant lane of excited spectators,: every 
one of whom was wearing colors and 
shouting as the Pennsylvanians made 
still another effort, just after the Lean- 
der lawn was passed. But two of the 
first fours were nearly finished. They 
had worked like heroes at the impos- 
sible task that had been set them, of 
using arms and legs alone against the 
English body swing and now exhausted 
nature claimed her tribute and several 
men lost the full power of their drive. 
Stroke-side began to _ pull bow-side 
around and when the indomitable Gard!l- 
ner called on his men for the final effort 
they could not respond.”’

His Family Is in Want. 


A REMARKABLE COINCIDENCE ; 


Chief of Police Wanted Hunt and 
Found Him in a Cell. 


MAIS FAMILY SAID TO BE DESTITUTE 


Wunt Denies That His Family Have 
Been Neglected—He Will Be 
Tried by Recorder. 


A very remarkable case was made yes- 
terday morning by Patrolmen Green and 
Steerman when they locked up G. M. 
Hunt, better known as “Bud’’ Hunt, for 
while the officers were placing Hunt in a 
cell another officer was investigating the 
destitute circumstances of Hunt's faiily. 

The fact that Hunt was arrested on the

_ Hunt's wife and four Httle children 
were found at No. 1 Pine street, in what 
is known as Chastaintown, hungry and 
in rags, so the police report. The case 
geemed a pitiable one. 

The chief said that Hunt should be 
found and made to explain why he had 
left his family in such a destitute con- 
dition. 

Hunt was easily found, for he was cc- 
cupying a cell in the city prison. 

Patrolmen Green and Steérman had 
picked up Hunt, for they knew him of 
old, they said, and they were tired of 
seeing him loafing about on their beats. 

Hunt was seen in his ce:l by a Consti- 
tution reporter last night. When told 
that he was arrested for vagrancy and 
that his family was in want, he held up 
his hands in mute surprise. 

“That is not so,"’ he exclaimed. “I 
work nearly all the time as a carpenter 
and I have been going home every Sat- 
urday night, taking my week's wages 
with me for my wife and children. My 
wife and babies have good clothes and 
plenty to eat. There is some rmistake 
about all of this.’’ 

But the police say there is no mistake 
and that Hunt wil] either have to go to 
work and support his family or go to the 
chaingang. 

The prisoner will be tried by the re- 
corder this morning.

New York, July 5.—In the cotton market: to- 
day there was not much businegs, all other ex- 
changes being closed, the attendance being 
very small end a general indifference being 
manifested in cotton circles.

Texas was 
still dry with nothing more in sight than local 
showers. The bullish temper appeared to be 
intensifying the damage.

New York, July 5.—The marketAoday was by 
far the most nervous for the paSt few months. 
Few operators seemed inclined to trade at 
all in view of the holiday tomcrrow when the 
exchange will be closed. This would mean 
carrying cotton over until Monday, and there 
was no disposition to buy or sell. Those who 
did trade seemed to have no very definite idea 
of just what to expect. Liverpool advanced 
sharply and there were showers reported in 
Texas. As far as the situation was concerned 
there has been practically no change. The mar- 
ket is very much the same at 7.65 for Octo- 
ber as it was at 8.05 a month ago. There was 
very little pressure of cotton, and only a few 
buying orders advancing prices sharply. The 
market evidently reached a point where it will 
require a change for the better to bring about 
a decline in prices, or such bad crop‘ accounts 
as wili start spinners buying. The short in- 
terest that existed a month ago has been 
eliminated, and the professional {& holding cot- 
ton for an advance. It will require a broader 
trade and a more active demand for futures 
to start a bull market from this end. Every- 
thing depends upon the condition of the crop 
from now on.

THE TRADE SITUATION. 


5.—Bradstreet’s tomorrow 


New York, July 
will say: 

‘‘Hot weather, holidays and stock taking, 
the first named particularly, have limited traae 
in the period under review and’ caused a prac- 
tical suspension in industrial activity in many 
cities. Against this seemingiy untavorabie feat- 
ure, however, is to be noted the fact that a 
good business has been done in all kinds of 
peasonable products at retail, and the check to 
trade at wholesale has been iargely a postpone- 
ment rather than actual elimination of possi- 
Lle ousiness. 

‘‘The crop situation has on the whole im- 
proved and corn and cotton, the two leading 
crops most in question at present, have gained 
some of the ground lost earlier in the season 
by cold weather. The wheat crop is certainly 
in a favorable condition, because harvesting 
has gone forward rapidly, and results have 
been oa the whole quite satisfactory. 

Corn shows the heaviest advance for any 
week for a year past on reports of dry, hot 
weather damage, aided, however, by speculative 
manipulation and a fairly good export busi- 
ness. 

“Wheat is lower on liquidation, induced by 
good crop reports, and despite confirmation of 
the heavy deficit in the German crop, the poor 
French crop and of the short yleld in Hun- 

gary, with doubtful prospects in other coun- 
tries of Europe. 

“Oats are higher, owing to the rather poor 
domestic crop prospects, 

‘‘Hog products were. strong earlier, but 
broke and finished lower on the week on liqui- 
dation caused by bear raidse 

‘The feature in retail trade this week has 
been the very large distribution of all classes 
of sumimér goods, induced by the hot spell. 
Wholesale distribution has been comparatively 
limited, but it is to ‘be noted that western 
jobbers have experienced a good reassorting 
demand, based uvxon hot weather condition. 

“The textile situation is @dully as favorable 
as a week ago. Cotton goods production has 
felt the influeftte of regularly planned cur- 
tailment, and in addition, has been affected by 
shut-downs, due to the heat. The tone of val- 
ues is firmer and the outlook is regarded as 
er couraging. 

‘The boot and shoe trade is in good shape. 
Manufacturers are making good sales and get 
the prices they demand, and would be freer 
buyers of leather were it not that dealers 
are slow to permit this in view of the firmer 
tone of hides and the feeling that an up- 
ward tendency in the finished product may 
shortly ensue. 

‘In the iron and steel trades strikes and 
weather have been features leading to unset- 
tlement, but just how much idleness is due to 
the demand of labor organizations is hard to 
measure, because shut-downs of iron and steél 
mills for repairs or because of weather. con- 
ditions are the necessary and usual thing at this 
period of the year. The fact is that non-un- 
ion mills ordered struck by the amalgamated 
society are now running at full capacity and 
the employers claim that they welcome the 
shut-down of the union mills so as to allow 
needed repairs. 

‘“‘Dullness, due to exceptional weather con- 
ditions and to the closing of the stock ex- 
chang? from Wednesday until next Monday, 
deprived New York stock market transactions 
of importance. The effect of unfavorable crop 
advices in the Granger and Pacific railroad 
stocks was modified by subsequent reassuring 
news. The only feature of the market was 
the United States Steel stock, which, after the 
ceclaration of 1% per cent on the preferred and 
| per cent on the common shares, broke mod- 
erately, partly on realizing and partly on fears 
of an extension of the labor trouble at the 
American Sheet Steel mills to other con- 
stituent concerns. 

“June failures were the smallest of any 
month this year, but liabilities were swelled 
Ly a few heavy suspensions of banks and were 
the heaviest for more than a year past. Con- 
sidering the increased volume of business in 
the pas st two years, the six months’ record is a 
very favorable one, as the total number of 
failures for the half year was 5,465, with 
liabilities of $66,138,362 and assets of a little 
less than one-half this amount.

“‘Developments of fresh labor troubles is a 
feature of the week that has beeh marked for 
conservatism in many directions, but through- 
out the country jobbing and retail lines are 
busy and are handling goods at prices which 
yield fair profits, There is a reflection of thi: 
activity in the continued improvement in the 
textile markets in the east, and uneasiness over 
the money market does not extei beyond the 
ranks of speculators in stocks. Crop reports 
continue gratifying, much good having been 
done by rains in the middle west, Harvesting 
of winter wheat progresses favorably, Manu- 
facturing has been interrupted by the ‘elements 
and labor agitation. Numerous prostrations 
from heat caused humane employers to close 
mills during the most distressing hours, while 
the sheet and hoop workers were ordered to 
stop work until certain disputed points were 
settled.

‘Footwear shops in New England are active 
on fall lines, but local jobbers are less busy 
and orders from salesmen on the road ure 
light. Leather is quiet but firmer with a 
splendid export demand for hemlock sole, 

‘‘Woolens and worsteds are selling better and 
raw wool is taken more freely, but the aver- 
age of 100 grades, according to Coates Bros.’ 
circular, was slightly lower at 17.06 on July 
Ist. Cottons are in better domestic demand, 
but prices are held above bids of shippers to 
China and sales in the brown goods division 
have decreased, Manufacturing as a whole is 
unusually active for the season, 

“Staple products are quiet, speculation being 
restricted by depressing weather, and _ the 
lengthy holidays at most of the exchanges oré- 
vented new commitments. 

‘News was as full of promise as to the 
growing wheat yield, causing a further decline 
in prices, although foreign needs are known to 
be heavy.

Already people are being refused 
insurance in many lines which have been 
protected heretofore, while by the retire- 
ment of departments offices are vacated 
and numbers of clerks thrown out of em- 
ployment. The banks lose the handling 
of the collections and the whole city suf- 
fers by the removal of a source of rev- 
nue which affects many. “Mr. Pattillo 
says:. 

No Business So Hampered. 

“Condittons generally are very bad in 
the south and have been for several years 
past, but the conditions affecting insur- 
ance interests the present year so far 
break all records. These conditions re- 
sult from various causes, but mainly 
from harmful legislation in the south, 
where unjust, onerous and unequal laws 
have been passed in most of the states 
regarding the conduct of. the insurance 
business. No other legitimate, neces- 
sary business is so. unjustly and une- 
qually taxed or so hampered by so-called 
‘legal’ restrictions and requirements, or 
has so little chance of success in con- 
test at the bar of justice. Hence, when 
local conditions in many places in these 
states have been unsatisfactory, many 
of us feel that it is time when we should 
exercise extreme caution where we shall 
continue gur efforts for business. 

“The legal requirements in South Car- 
olina are unusually burdensome and un- 
just. Being deprived there by law of 
anything akin to agreement or e-:pression 
of opinion among companies, co-opera- 
tion is a matter of doubtful chance. We 
are obliged to exercise unusual caution 
to doa business of questionable promise, 
for by judging the state by experience 
of a term of years past, there is little 
hope of realizing any profit in the future. 
Greenville, the second city in the state, 
has made a record for losses in number, 
amount and excessive claims that chal- 
lenges comparison. The taxes there. are 
exorbitant, their fire department has been 
a disappointment, gnd their rates are low 
enough for a city of first-class protection 
and record. 

“Other companies are trimming out In 
a number of the southern states, and this 
process is bound to continue until the 
citizens of certain localities will find in 
time that such a reaction will have taken 
place, that competition will have placed 
the few companies left to do the business 
in a position where they can and will 
demand their own terms. It has come to 
pass already by reason of onerous legisia- 
tion that competition only really exists 
in any a¢etive form in the well protected 
cities. It is getting to be difficult for 
the resident or business man of a small 
town or village, or in the country, to get 
any insurance at all, for the reason that 
under the laws of most southern states 
a company cannot contract with a citizen 
on terms of mutual agreement and satis- 
faction and have such contract enforced 
by the courts. These conditions have 
driven many companies out of the small 
towns and country places, and they will 
continue to withdraw until the burden 
will fall on the people because of inabil- 
ity to get insurance. 

‘‘No other business on earth recognized 
as necessary to the commerce and pros- 
perity of a people was ever so unjustly 
environed, hampered, outlawed and ex- 
cessively taxed. And these conditions 
have increased to such an extent year by 
vear during the past ten or fifteen years 
that the future outlook is alarming; be- 
cause, if continued it must result in the 
retirement of millions of capital for more 
profitable investment. It is shown now 
from the most perfect statistics obtain- 
able that 60 per cent of the millionaire 
companies show a profit combined of less 
than 1 per cent on the premium income, 
or 99 per cent of losses and expenses in 
the past ten years. What is the induce- 
ment for them to continue their capital 
under such results? 

‘To verify these statements it is only 
necessary to look at the record today in 
the south of the local state companies 
that have sprung up in the past twenty- 
five years under the promising encour- 
agement of local patronage and owner- 
ship. How few of them are left. With- 
in my recollection of a few years nearly 
all of them have retired and disappeared 
from the scene, some utterly wrecked, 
some retired honorablv in badly crippled 
condition, some retired by  reinsuring 
their liability with some of the big com- 
panies; others still continue the unequal 
struggle, almost looking death in the 
face, while one. or two rare exceptions 
may be found now and then in whole- 
some condition. This is true as to all of 


our southern states. In Georgia we have 
only three companies left, two having 
made their record before the war, when 
competition was scarce and no insurance 
supervision was provided by the politi- 
cians. 


various municipaHties throughout the 
south, with few exceptions, vie witl. each 
other as to which shall charge the !arg- 
est license. In towns where companies 
hope to get $200 to $1,000 each in premi- 
ums, the average company getting $400, 
we find the town license $25 to $50, or a 
percentage of local taxation amounting 
to from 2 to 10 per cent of a company's 
income. Then when cities like .aont- 
gomery charge a license of $400, where 
the average .company income is not over 
$2,000 to $2,500, we have a tax of w to 2 
per cent. 

“We shall curtail our business and 
await developments, making practically 
no changes in policy of business where 
an agency has shown any profit in a term 
of five years, and where the volume of 
income is such as to warrant the contin- 
uance, expenses considered. 

‘‘My contention is that the general pub- 
lic are going to suffer in time on account 
of the ills I have «mentioned. A little 
temporary advantage now and then in 
some individual rate will amount to noth- 
ing; and such a temptation on. the part 
of legislators to force a reduction of rate 
by legislation is a delusion and a snare. 
Take the experience fn Atlanta, for in- 
stance. A few years ago this city had 
come to be cailed the Hartford or New 
York of the south, because of the estab- 
lishment of departments here for the con- 
venience and accommodation of their 
southern business. After a trial of a few 
years we find them retiring under neces- 
sity of reducing expenses and concentrat- 
ing again .at their home offices. Some 
half a dozen prominent companies have 
retired their southern departments from 
Atlanta, and others from other cities in 
the south. The general public do not re- 
alize what a loss this is to their city or 
section. These companies have their 
bank accounts here and in other cities 
south, where they have southern head-

The linen collars must be 
got rid of, absolutely, andthe only high 
neckwear admitted to the wardrobe shall 
be either the unstarched pique or duck 
stock, or the finely wired transparent 
collar, not really tight.

Proper massage treatment is one of the 
best things to develop roundness and 
firmness of the throat. The fingers should 
be dipped into a good cold cream, and 
the muscles of the neck rotated firmly 
from under the chin toward the shoulders, 
also backward and upward toward the 
ears. 

The remedial process may. be assisted 
by a few mfnutes given to exércise for 
the neck every day. An eapy series pre- 
scribed by a famous “physical culturist”’ 
is as follows: oe 

Stand erect, chest thrown out; but po- 
sition @asy «and unrestrained. Turn the 
head to the right as far as it will go, 
then to the left, and repeat both move- 
ments eight times. Bend the head for- 
ward, far as possible, then. backward.

These are so simple that any one can 
give five minutes to them, night and 
morning, and if practiced faithfully from 
now until winter a decided improvement 
in roundness will be observable.

This obstacle takes the shape of a man- 
damus proceeding instituted in the cir- 
cuit court for Leon county, second judl- 
cial circuit, at Tallahassee, before Jucige 
John W. Malone, by Messrs. W. N. Camp 
and Eugene E. West, extensive operators 
yh phosphate mining in east and south 
Florida, who claim. to have entered into 
a contract of lease with Commissioner 
of Agriculture McLin on.February 13, 
1901, for three hundred convicts at $100 
per convict per annum, for four years, 
commencing January ist next. 

The petition for the writ of mandamus 
in. the present ,proceeding was filed by 
Messrs, Camp and West in the Leon cir- 
cuit court on’ May 31, 1901, and the alter- 
native writ was issued the same day, al- 
rected to B. E..McLin as commissioner 
of agriculture of:the state of Florida, re- 
quiring him’to*comply with the prayer of 
the petition, appearing below, or show 
cause for his. failure so to do on Friday, 
July 6, 1901, at Tallahassee, 

An Impormnt Move. 

This proceeding is regarded by state 
officials as about the most important with 
which any branch of the administrative 
department has had to deal for several 
/years, for ifthe eontract with Messrs. 
Camp and West claim to’ have perfected 
is upheld and énforced by the courts, re- 
quiring the state to turn over three hun- 
dred -of: its conviets to them, then the 
contract with thé Naval Stores people, 
Which calls for tht leasing of all.the state 
Gonvicts to the latter concern, manifestly 
cannot be complfed with, and the prob- 
lem of what Is t¢ be done with the con- 
sicts for the next four years. will be 
more: serious than it has ever appeared 
before. It is'for‘this reason and because 
of the very. remarkable averments con- 
tained in the petition of Messrs. Camp 
and West as to the course of the board of 
commissioners of state institutions in the 
matter that unusual and widespread in- 
terest attaches to the hearing before 
Judge Malone in Ta-lahassee on Friday, 
July 6th, when argu:nents will be pre- 
sented as to whether the alternative writ 
of mandamus against Commissioner Mc- 
Lin shall be made peremptory and final. 
Both sides will be represented by very 
able counsel—Messrs: Bisbee & Bedell and 
Cooper & Cooper, two of Jacksonville's 
strongest law firms, will appear for the 
petitioners, and Non. Thomas.L. Clarke, 
of Monticello; Hon. Duncan W. Fletcher, 
mayor of Jacksonville, and.

What Is Alleged. 


The petition for the writ of mandamus 
alleges that the board of commissioners 
of state institutions—Governur Jennings, 
Secretary of State Crawford, Attorney 
General Lamaf, State Treasurer Whittield, 
Comptroller Reynolds, Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, Sheats and Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture McLin—held a reg- 


board made to Petitioners Camp and 
West “the direct and distinct proposition 
and offer to lease to your petitioners three 
hundred convicts of the said stute at the 
price of $100 per-year for each of the 
said convicts for the perivusl of four years, 
commencing January 1, 1902, and ending

iby signing his name thereto and affixing 
his private seal thereto, and adding to 
his name the words ‘commisxioner of 
agriculture.’ And thereupon end on the 
day and year aforesaid eich of your pe- 
titioners executed the said contract by 
signing his name tkgreto and artixing his 
private seal thereto, which execution of 
the said contract Was in the preserce of 
and only witnessed by two competent wit- 
nesses. and the said contract so executed 
was, on the i4th day of February, 1901, 
delivered “to the said commissioner of 
agriculture and received by him. And 
your petitioners further aver that at the 
said session of the said board on the 13th 
day of February and year aforesai, the 
said board, by and through the said Jen- 
nings, governor aforesaid, drafted and 
prepared a bond with two sureties in the 
penal sum of $7,300 and conditioned in ac- 
cordance with the ‘aws of Florida in stch 
case made and provided, to secure the 
due performance of Such contract, and 
delivered the said bond to your petition- 
ers to be executed by your petitioners and 
such sureties.”’ 


Execution of the Bond. 


The proper execution of the bond, with 
sureties, is recited and the petitior ce- 
clares that on February 14 1901, Camp 
and West delivered the said »ond 49 Com- 
missioner of Agriculture MoLin, apd on 
the same day also delivered ’to ithe com- 
missioner $3,000 in currency, ‘thé sa{d si:m 
being the amotint required ‘4o be paid 
down by the said board and by the said 
contract.’’ The petitioners aver that on 
said February 14, 191, Commissfuner Mc- 
Lin officially received the said bond and 
the $3,000, and gave ‘petitioners a receipt 
therefor. . he

After averring that the actions and do- 
ings of Commissioner McLin, as set forth, 
“operate by their éffect to impair his ob- 
ligations in the: said contract contaired, 
and to deprive your petitioners of their 
property therein without due frrocess of 
law.” the eontract is inserted in extenso 
and the petition concludes with the pray- 
er, follows: ' 

‘‘Wherefore your petitioners pray that 
the writ of mandamus may De issued by 
and under the seal of this honworable 
court and directed to said Benjumin E. 
McLin as commissioner of agriculture of 
the state of Florida, commanding him

1V.e‘powers of the commisswner of agri- 
culture and of the board oi ccCmimysion- 
ers of state institutions in the matter of 
contracting for. the .leasing.of sta‘e con- 
victs are set forth in gections Woo et seq. 
of the revised statutes of Florida. Sec- 
tion 3065 provides that ‘‘the commi:*icner 
of -agriculture ef the state of Florida, 
with the approval of the board cf ccm- 
missioners of state institutions, may en- 
ter into contracts with any person or per- 
sons for the labor, maintenance and cus- 
tody of any or all prisoners sentenced to, 
or confined within, the state prison in 
such manner as the said board of commis- 
Ssioners of state institutions may deem 
most advantageous to the interests of the 
state,’’ etc. 

Following is the pertinent’ provision of 
section 3066:. ‘‘Such contractor or contract- 
ors shall give bond * * * to be prescribed 
by the board of commissioners of state 
institutions, and conditioned for the 
faithful performange .of suche contract, 
and the duties imposed by this chapter; 
and such contract and bond shall ke ap- 


‘proved by the board of cofmmisatoners of 


state institutions bé@fore either ‘srall be 
of any effect, and they shall Le fied in 
the office of the state treasurer.’ Z 
The case of the petitioners, Camp and 
West, is fully disc:osed by their petition, 
above carefully synopsized. The commis- 
sioner of agriculture has rot yet flled any 
pleading, but it is stated on high autbor- 
ity that his attorneys wil] deinur to the 
writ on the ground that the tnafter set 
up in the petition is insufficient-to sup- 
port the writ.

Should a demurrer to the writ be filed 
Messrs. Camp and West 
could appeal to the supreme court; should 
it be overruled, the commissioner of agri- 
culture could appeal, But it is understood 
that if such demurrer should be overruled 
the commissioner will file an answer 
which would open the way for the twking 
of testimony and lay all the facts cun- 
nected with this matter before Judge Ma- 
lone and enable him to decide the case 
upon its merits. 

Judge Malone is regarded as peihars 
the ablest of Florida's circuit jvdges, and 
there are not a few people who profess to 
know that Messrs. Camp and West will 
accept his decision and «enter no appeal 
therefrom. 

This report gives additional interest to 
the hearing to be given in the case here, 
which is expected to consume «uil of Fri- 
day and Saturday of this weck.

“CONCERT MUSIC 


Chairman Moyers Tells Why He 
Stopped Transit Concert. 
NO PERMISSION WAS ASKED 


Thought Present Concert Series 
Would Be in Danger. 


SUBSCRIPTIONS MIGHT BE STOPPED 


Foard Will Not Permit Any Concerts 
Except Under Its Rules and 
Regulations, 


The park commissioners held a meeting 
in the mayor's office yesterday for the 
purpose of discussing the question of 
music at Grant park. Those present 
were Chairman W. T. Moyers, I. 8. 
Mitchell, Walter Ormond: and W. C. 
Rawson. 


The discussion grew out of the action 
of Chairman Moyers in refusing to per- 
mit the Fifth regiment band, employed 
by the Atlanta Rapid Transit Company, 
to give a concert at Grant park. 

Chairman Moyers explained ‘his — posi- 
tion in the matter clearly and fully. In 
the first place he said the Transit com- 
pany had attempted to give a concert 
there without securing the permission of 
the park board. In fact the board, whose 
authority was necessary, had been en- 
tirely ignored. 

Another and more important reason 
why he refused to allow the concert, he 
said, was that it would tend to do away 
with the series of concerts which are 
Biven there every summer under the di- 
rection: of the park board. These con- 
certs are given by the Georgia State 
band and the expenses are paid out of a 
fund raised for the purpose. Of this 
fund $800 was paid in by the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company, $500 by the 
concessionaire at the park and $300 by 
the city, making a total of $1,600. If the 
Atlanta Rapid Transit Company was al- 
lowed to give concerts there, it stands 
to reason, he said, that the Atlanta Rail- 
way and Power Company would have 
the same right and the two railroad 
companies would have the concerts at 
such points in the park and at such times 
as suited them. With such privileges it 
was his opinion that neither of the com- 
panies would contribute to the series of 
concerts which are given every summer 
and which are’given at the pavilion built 
for the purpose. This pavilion, he said, 
is located at a point where no advantage 
can be gained by elther company. 

Another reason Chairman Moyers gave 
was that the Georgia State band had 
been given the right to furnish the music 
at the park, and that it had dealt 
squarely and liberally with the park 
board. Mr. Moyers also mentioned the 
expense to which the city was put by the 
giving of extra concerts, these expenses 
being for lights and guards. 

Mr. Mitchell took issue with Mr. Moy- 
ers to some extent, holding that if the 
concerts now given were a good thing 
more of them could do no. harm. They 
would furnish more entertainment for 
the people, he said. | 

Mr. ees agreed, however, that no 
concerts should be given at the park ex- 
| cept with the consent and under the 
supervision of the park board. 

The board decided that no concerts 
should be given outside of the regular 
series except under the rules and regula- 
tions of the park board and with its per- 
mission, and that no one should be al- 
lowed to give concerts there unless they 


| are contributors to the series of concerts 


which are provided as already stated. 

The board decided upon réquest of the 
Federation of Trades to have a concert 
at the park on Labor Day.

Conditions in Georgia, Alabama and 
South Carolina. 


THE ENTIRE COUNTRY SUFFERS 


Corn Crop in the Ohio Valley and 
Kansas and Missouri Is Very 
: ‘Backward.

The bulletin of the weather bureau for 
the week indicates that the maximum 
temperatures have been unusually high in 
every part of the country with the excep- 
tion of the south Atlantic states, where 
they have been little above normal. 

In the districts east of the Rocky moun- 
tains the week has been intensely hot 
with desiccating winds in Texas, and the 
states of the lower Missouri valley and 
middle Rocky mountain slope. East of 
the Mississippi river the excessive heat 
has so far caused no serious injury, but 
in portions of the Ohio valley, Tennessee, 
and the central gulf states rain is much 
needed. In the central and north plateau 
districts and on the Pacific coast the 
week has been abnormally cool with light 
frosts in exposed places in Idaho and 
Utah. Abundant rains fell from central 
Montana eastward to the upper lake re- 
gion, and over portigns of the Ohio valley 
and local areas in the south Atlantic and 
gulf states. 

Corn has made good growth in the 
principal corn states, but is suffering for 
rain in Missouri and Kansas. In the 
Ohio valley and middle Atlantic states, 
however. corn is backward and in the up- 
per Ohio vallev is suffering from lack of 
cultivation. In the central ~nd west gulf 
states, tncluding Arkansas, the crop has 
been seriously injured by drought. 

Under the high temperatures of the past 
week grain has ripened rapidly and har- 
vesting of winter wheat has made rapid 
progress, being nearly finished In Kansas 
and Missouri, and thrashing is well ad- 
vanced in the central valleys. In the 
upper Ohio valley a considerable portion 
of the crop is badly '-4ged, and reports 
of damage by rust and fly are received 
from Pennsylvania and New York, re- 
spectivelv. Favorable reports continue 
from the Pacific coast; in Oregon wheat 
is ripening slowly, but under favorable 
conditions. 

In Minnesota the condition of spring 
wheat continues excellent, and in, the 
Dakotas the outlook is generally favora- 
ble, although some injury ‘has been done 
by excessive rains on lowlands. 

The oat crop in the states of the upper 
Mississippi and lower Missouri valleys 
“has suffered damage from the intense 
heat. The crop is much affected by rus 
in Maryland and Pennsylvania. In other 
sections more favorable reports are gen- 
erally received. 

Haying has progressed under very fa- 
vorable conditions, and_ satisfactory 
yields are generally reported, except in 
portions of the central Mississippi and 
lower Missouri valleys, where the crop 
is light. In Oregon and Washington hay- 
ing has been delayed by cloudiness and 
moisture, but large yields are prom- 
ised. 

Cotton is now in general need of rain 
in the central portions of the cotton belt, 
but is standing the drought very well. In 
portions of southern Texas the rainfall 
has been ample, but the crop in that 
state is generally in need of rain. A 
general improvement is indicated in the 
eastern districts, but the condition of the 
crop in .Georgia and South Carolina is 
still unpromising, although cultivation in 
these states has made favorable prog- 
ress. 

All reparts respecting tobacco are fa- 
vorable, with the exception of those from 
Tennessee and South Carolina, the crop 
needing rain in the former state and 
suffering from lack of cultivation in the 
latter. 

The outlook far apples is scarcely as 
encouraging as in the previous week, 
many important apple states reporting 
prospects for light yields. 

Reports from: the States. 


Maryland and Delaware—Baltimore: Jntense- 
ly hot; showers west and north; dry elsewhere; 
week devoted to harvesting; wheat good in 
northern-central counties; elsewhere poor to 
fair; timothy and clover generally light yielis, 
but quality good; corn backward, mostly laid 
by; oats rusting; tobacco needs rain; peaches 
still promising; apples and pears short; minor 
crops doing well. 

Virginia—Richmond: Week generally dry, 
permitting needed cultivation; wheat and oat 
harvest over in some sections, beginning in 
others, yield variable; corn growing fast, but 
needs cultivation; grasses good; haying ad- 
vancing and some crops housed; potatoes, gar- 
dens and pastures excellent; tobacco growing 
well, stand and color good; fruit falling; ap- 
ples and peaches short, 

North CaroNna—Raleigh: Warm, sunny 
weather, with showers, favorable; heavy local 
rains in central-west portion Wednesday dam- 
aged some wheat in shock; cotton improved, 
forming squares freely, scattered blooms report- 
ed: corn being laid by, silking and_ tasseling 
rather low; tobacco, peanuts, rice and gardens 
thriving; harvest nearing completion, thrashing 
begun; June peaches and Apples in market, 
inferior in quality. 

South Carolina—Columbia: Scattered show- 
ers only, but heavy in places; cultivation made 
fair progress and corn, cotton and tobacco im- 
proved,, but conditions continue unpromising, 
with many fields still grassy; cotton blooming 
in places, but fruiting sparsely, plants unusual- 
ly small, off color and dying on sandy lands; 
sea island cotton improved; cutting tobacco 
progressing slowly; rice good; peaches rotting; 
wheat and oats being thrashed and yielding 


well. 

Georgia—Atlanta: Crops favorably affected 
by hot and generally dry weather; much culti- 
vation done: cotton recovering slowly, but still 
considered poor; corn needs moisture in south- 
western counties; sugar cane, rice, field peas 
and potatoes generally doing well; peaches 
greatly damaged by rot; apples scarce, 

Florida—Jacksonville: Pronounced dry weath- 
er continues in western district; beneficial rain 
over large portion of north and central dis- 
tricts; high day temperatures and fair weather 
enabled farmers to accomplish much in clean- 
ing cotton and corn, though some fields still 
grassy; kale, cassava and pindars doing well; 
melons, pineapples and peaches plentiful; cit- 
rus trees making good growth, fruit holding 
well, 

Alabama—Montgomery: Continued high tem- 
peratures, insufficient showers, general rain 
needed; cotton clean, healthy, small but im- 
proving, blooms breaking; corn clean and 
healthy but needs moisture, ears forming gen- 
erally; wheat and oats being thrashed, fairly 
good yields; minor crops fairly satisfactory, 
but needing rain; peaches yielding well; grapes 
gore gardens and pastures failing. 

Mississippi—Vicksburg: Rainfall local and 
insufficient, except in few southwestern coun- 
ties; crops clean and in good state of cultiva- 
tion; cotton while not suffering would be much 
benefited by general rain, it is fruiting in 
southern and commencing to bloom in northern 
counties; corn injured by dry, hot weather; 
pastures and minor crops suffering; melons 
small, being marketed south; blackberries plen- 
tiful; tree fruits continue dropping. 

Loulsiana—New Orleans: Showers, increas- 
ing in frequency and amount during last days 
of week, improved condition of all crops, but 
more rain is needed generally, and in many 
plaees drought continues; some of the youngest 
cotton suffering, but generally cotton is with- 
standing drought remarkably well, plants small 
but fruiting nicely; corn seriously injured by 
drought; sugar cane small but being laid by, 
clean and growing; rice doing well; acreage 
of sweet potatoes and peas and yield of alfalfa 
reduced by drought, 

Texas—Galveston: Week warm with desiccat- 
ing winds; scattered showers, but rainfall in- 
sufficient for needs of agricultural interests; 
corn suffering seriously in several localities and 
yield will be below average; cotton blooming 
and fruiting, needs rain except in scattered 
localities, grasshoppers damaging crops in some 
places in northwest portion; wheat thrashing 
progressed favorably; much hay saved; drought 
injuring sugar cane; streams low, water for 
irrigating rice scarce and much of crop suffer- 
ing seriously; truck gardens drying up. 

Arkansas—Little Rock: Hot, dry weather; 
scattered showers, not of much benefit to crops; 
corn greatly damaged by dry weather; cot- 
ton not seriously injured at present, but hbe- 
gins to need rain; wheat and oat harvest gen- 
erally completed, thrashing progressing; pota- 
toes injured by drought and bugs; fruit drop- 
pene in localities, but generally promises fair

- PARADE ALLOWED 
Labor Day Committee Refused To Or- 
der Unions. To Walk. 
DISCUSSION OVER QUESTION 


However, All Carriages Used Must 
Be Suitably Decorated. | 


MUSIC TO BE FEATURE @F THE PARADE 


Committee Figures ‘pn Four Bands 
and the Two Drum Corps—Cheap 
Railroad Rates Wanted. 


At a meeting last night of the general 
committee having in charge the arrange- 
ments for the observance of Labor Day 
the question of Whether any labor organ- 
ization would be allowed to appear in 
the parade in carriages precipitated con- 
siderable discussion. The outcome of the 
‘discussion was that those organizations 
so desiring can appear in carriages, pro- 
vided they are suitably decorated. 

The matter was introduced by a sug- 
gestion from C. C. Houston to the effect 
that the committee adopt a rule that all 
labor unions be required to walk in the 
parade. Instantly opposition was mani- 
fested and the question was discussed 
pro and con for some time. It was the 
opinion of some of the committeemen 
that the committee should not dictate to 
the various unions how they should pa- 
rade, but that they should be permitted 
to follow their own desires in the mat- 
ter. 

A motion was finally adopted that all 
carriages in the parade must .be deco- 
rated. An effort was then made to se- 
cure the adoption of a motion requiring 
that all carriages be placed in the rear 
division, but this also proved unpopular. 
The question soon developed into a vexa- 
tious issue and it was settled for the 
time being by a vote to lay it on the 
table. " 

Owing to the fact that all of the com- 
mittees were not prepared to submit re- 
ports, very Httle other definite action 
was taken. Chairman Dennis Lindsey re- 
ported that he had communicated with 
the Southeastern Passenger Associatior 
in reference to securing a* one-fare rate 
on Labor Day, the raté to extend outside 
of Georgia. He.said that he had received 
a reply that the association would meet 
on the 9th and that the committee would 
be informed as to the rate after the meet- 
ing. Chairman Lindsey expressed confi- 
dence that the proposed rate would be 
granted. 

Music is to be a feature of the parade. 
according to the present intentions of 
the music committee. W. C. Puckett. 
chairman, reported that the committee 
was figuring on securing four bands and 
the two drum corps of the city—Vittur’s 
Knights of Pythias and the firemen’e 
corps. . 

J. S. Holland presented & favorable re- 
port from the finance’ éommittee. It was 
Stated that the committée desired to seé 
cure an estimate of thé expenses of each 
committee in order that it would know on 
what amount to. figure: 

On motion of Secretary. J. W. Bridwell, 
the chairman appointed a co1imittee of 
five to visit the various unions to arouse 
enthusiasm and interest in the move- 
ment. The committee is composed of J. 
B. Hewitt, C. C. Houston, J. R. Penny, 
E. E. Lark and M. A, Beiter. 

After the discussion of some minor de- 


tails the committee adjourned to meet 
again next Friday night.

They un- 
doubtedly are useful in tne condition de- 
scribed under certain circumstances. But 
the dangerous thing about them is that 
they induce the public to drug them- 
selves and very ergot to omit to seek 
treatment for what may not be simply 
constipation, gout, or dyspepsia, but pos- 
sibly the outcome of malignant disease.
